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Our City, Our Home Heads to November Ballot 


A measure to double the city’s annual homelessness budget will likely appear in front of voters this fall.

Crossing their fingers that the 
most ambitious plan to address home- 
lessness in decades would win voters’ ap- 
proval in November, exhausted 
volunteers for the Our City, Our Home 
ballot measure smiled on Monday as 
they lugged boxes filled with 28,000 sig- 
natures into the Department of Elec- 
tions. 

Sick of waiting for the city to come 
up with the funds, homelessness ad- 
vocates, small-business owners, and 
formerly unhoused people rallied to 
draft their own law. Under the optimis- 
tic title Our City, Our Home, the ballot 
measure would create a one half-per- 
cent tax on any business in San Fran- 
cisco that makes more than $50 mil- 
lion annually. The number that qualify 
are higher than one might anticipate: 
more than 650 S.F. companies report- 
edly earn more than $25 million annu- 
ally. It’s estimated that this tax would 
bring in around $380 million annually, 
a figure that would be added to the 
city’s current $300 million dedicated to 
homelessness and supportive housing, 
more than doubling the budget. 

The power such money could have 
to fix the crises on city streets is mon- 
umental. A careful breakdown of the 
funds grants at least 50 percent to the 
Mayor’s Office of Housing and Com- 
munity Development to pay for the 
acquisition of single-room occupancy 
hotels, the construction and renova- 
tion of supportive-housing units, and 
for short-term rental subsidies, which 
are often used to help homeless people 
cover the costs of housing. 

The Department of Public Health 
would receive at least 25 percent of the 
funds to create new mental-health ser- 
vices specifically designed for homeless 
people. 

And another 10 percent would go to 
expanding navigation centers and hy- 
giene programs such as Pit Stops and 
and Lava Mae. 

All together, it’s estimated that 
Our City, Our Home could house at 
least 4,000 of the estimated 10,000 
people currently living on San Francis- 
co’s streets, create 1,000 new shelter 
beds in five years, and create support 
systems for those who currently fall 
through the cracks, such as homeless 
youth and the mentally ill. 

The ballot measure seems like a 
no-brainer, and aside from those who 
run wealthy corporations, it’s hard 
to conceive of a reason why residents 
of San Francisco wouldn't support it.

Nevertheless, it almost failed before 

it started: A rush of ballot measures 
for November means that demand has 
skyrocketed for paid signature gath- 
erers. As a result, the cost has risen 

to as much as $40 per signature in 
Mountain View, although it’s usually 
between $2 and $10 in San Francisco. 

“About a week ago we started to 
panic,” says Jennifer Friedenbach, 
executive director of the Coalition on 
Homelessness. “We had a plan for paid 
signature gatherers, but there were a 
lot of measures drawing the signature 
gatherers to other areas. We put out 
a callin San Francisco and there was 
a massive groundswell. We gathered 
over 8,000 signatures in the last week 
alone, and we're turning in 28,000 
signatures. We only needed 9,000 to 
qualify, but we kicked some ass out in 
the streets. San Francisco is ready for 
this.” 

The herculean last-minute effort 
was aided by members of the Demo- 
cratic Socialists Association, Supervi- 
sor Jane Kim, and District 6 candidate 
Matt Haney, all of whom knocked on 
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doors and gathered outside supermar- 
kets to get every signature they could. 

“The Our City, Our Home No- 
vember ballot proposal is the most 
comprehensive solution I have seen 
in a decade to end homelessness in 
the lives of adults and families in San 
Francisco,” Kim tells SF Weekly. “Ex- 
perts, advocates, and on-the-ground 
workers spent months dreaming up a 
robust and thoughtful proposal. This 
will make a meaningful and noticeable 
dent on homelessness.” 

While the backing of powerful pol- 
iticians can be helpful for a grassroots 
campaign, the issue gets personal 
for volunteers who have lived on the 
streets in the past. 

“About 35 years ago I was homeless 
on the streets of San Francisco,” says 
Joe Wilson, executive director of the 
homelessness advocacy center Hos- 
pitality House. “The way out and the 
journey back was a long and hard one, 
only made possible by building com- 
munity, and people reaching out, and 
people caring, and people recognizing 
how important it is for everyone to

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have a place to be. We cannot rest as 
long as children sleep on the street, as 
long as families have no place to call 
home, as long as our brothers and sis- 
ters on the streets have broken dreams 
and broken lives in a city that pretends 
not to care.” 

When reviewing the ways in which 
this measure could dramatically affect 
San Francisco’s homelessness crisis, 
one question inevitably bubbles to the 
surface: Why now? Couldn't this have 
been instituted years ago, to prevent 
us reaching such catastrophic numbers 
of people living on our streets? 

The answer lies in the repeal of 
a statewide tax law. In the past, any 
taxes levied by citizen initiatives had 
to secure a two-thirds vote of support, 
an intimidatingly high amount for any 
community-led measure with a small 
budget. Last year, California’s Supreme 
Court overturned that rule, stating 
that a simple majority of 50 percent or 
more would do the trick. 

A win for grassroots organizers, it 
was immediately threatened. Large 
corporations — frequently the target

of taxes from community-led ballot 
measures — fought to change the 
requirements back to the two-thirds 
majority. Big Soda led the charge, 
donating $7 million toward a ballot 
measure that would have hit voters in 
November. 

In response, Governor Jerry Brown 
intervened, sort of. To strike the mea- 
sure off the ballot, he passed a law 
blocking any counties or cities from 
taxing grocery items (which somehow 
includes soda) until 2031. 

It’s a win and a loss, depending on 
how you look at it. But the looming 
threat of the repeal made homeless- 
ness activists act fast, as the window 
of time within which it would be pos- 
sible to get such a plan passed with a 
simple majority of voters appeared to 
be closing. By the time Brown blocked 
the repeal, the measure was already 
underway. 

In addition, no other ballot mea- 
sures on the horizon appear to target 
the tax Our City, Our Home is, and 
there’s no poison pill hidden anywhere. 
If it gets a simple majority, it passes, 
simple as that. 

Meanwhile, human-rights services 
are more threatened than ever. 

The real focus is on “taking a small 
portion of the big corporate tax cuts 
back that the Trump administration 
gave to big businesses for critical 
services the federal government no 
longer funds,” says Upper Haight 
small-business owner Christin Evans, 
who’s listed as an author of the ballot 
measure. “The city has tried Sit/Lie. 
The city has tried policing. The city has 
tried tent sweeps. San Franciscans are 
ready to try housing. Housing for more 
than 2,000 schoolchildren, housing for 
families, housing for transitional-age 
youth, and housing for the mentally 
ill.” 

And the signature gathering alone 
speaks to the likelihood of getting Our 
City, Our Home passed. 

“T’ve been out there gathering sig- 
natures for the past few weeks. I can 
tell you that San Franciscans are really 
behind this measure,” Evans says. “We 
are a modern and progressive city, 
and we can show the country and the 
world that we know how to solve this 
problem. We are going to win in No- 
vember.”

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Facing ICE in the Mission District

Fredy Ochoa, 42, was poring 


over the multitude of ice-cream flavors 
before him. Just as he was going to ask 
his son James what to order, he noticed 
something wrong: James’ face was crim- 
son. ‘I can’t breathe, I’m dying,” James 
pleaded. 

Ochoa rushed him to the ER, where 
doctors discovered James had a fatal 
allergy to cashews. An EpiPen saved his 
life. Although James returned home 
afterwards in good health, the incident 
stuck with Ochoa. He knew he might 
be separated from his son soon, mak- 
ing this one of the last times he could 
help his youngest in an unexpected 
emergency. 

Ochoa may be deported as early 
as September, making his days with 
his family here in San Francisco num- 
bered. This is because he benefits from 
temporary protected status (TPS), a 
legal immigration position the gov- 
ernment issues to citizens of nations 
facing a humanitarian crisis. Ochoa, 
along with 200,000 other Salvadorans, 
applied for TPS after an earthquake 
ravaged the country in 2001. 

However, the Trump administra- 
tion announced the termination of 
TPS for nine countries last fall, includ- 
ing El Salvador. Once TPS expires, all 
of that country’s beneficiaries become 
undocumented, making them suscepti- 
ble to deportation. 

If forced to leave the country, 
Ochoa could bring his kids back to El 
Salvador to keep the family together, 
but he thinks it would be unjust to 
them. Since they’re U.S.-born citizens, 
Ochoa feels that forcing them to move 
robs them of all the rights other Amer- 
ican citizens receive, such as access to 
the high-quality medical services that 
saved James life. 

“In El Salvador, if something like 
that would happen, he’d probably die. 
They don’t get proper medical atten- 
tion,’ Ochoa says. “Why should he 
have to go if he has a right to be here?” 

Besides, to Freddy (named after 
his father, but with two d’s), 11, and 
James, 8, the US. is their only home. 
They play soccer with their dad in 
Golden Gate Park on weekends, and 
go fishing with him at Pacifica Pier. 
Adjusting to a new culture and country 
would be hard on the boys. 

“T love my house, it’s so big!” James 
says. ‘It’s where all my Legos are.” 

“This is all they know,” Ochoa says. 
“T think it would be like to get a wild 
bird and put them in a cage.” 
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On the other hand, staying in 
America would mean living without 
their dad. As they’re so young, Ochoa 
believes they need a father figure to 
support their ambitions and improve 
their characters. This feels even more 
poignant lately, since Freddy will start 
middle school next year. 

“The age that they have is the age 
that they need me,” Ochoa says. “It 
would be really hard for me to be sepa- 
rated from them now.” 

Leaving San Francisco wouldn't just 
be difficult on the kids, but on Ochoa, 
too. He considers the city his home; 
he’s lived on the same street in the 
Mission for more than 24 years. The 
city is especially significant because it 
provided escape from the violence he 
witnessed as a child during the Salva- 
doran civil war. 

In 1994, when Ochoa was 18, he 
saw an uncle decapitated by the reb- 
els in his village. After realizing he 
had no future in El Salvador, Ochoa 
crossed the border with another uncle 
illegally, and headed to California to 
meet up with his brother. He knew 
upon his arrival that the difficult trip 
was the right choice; a few weeks after 
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he reached San Francisco, his mother 
called to tell him his aunt was raped 
and killed in front of his cousins. 

After a few years as a contractor, 
Ochoa’s luck changed. 

In 1996, the government deemed 
Salvadorans eligible for asylum, allow- 
ing him to become a legal immigrant. 
After an earthquake devastated El 
Salvador in 2001, Ochoa had a second 
chance: Just before his asylum status 
ended, he completed his first TPS 
application with the help of Instituto 
Familiar de la Raza, an S.F. Latinx 
community group, allowing him to 
stay longer. 

The government “put me on a re- 
moval proceeding for deportation in 
2004,” he says, recalling the TPS des- 
ignation announcement. “TPS saved 
my life.” 

It makes all the difference. Without 
a Social Security number or a drivers 
license, he wouldn’t have been hired 
by his current company in the Bay 
Area. He wouldn’t have had money 
enough saved to get married, have 
kids, or acquire medical insurance. 
Best of all, he wouldn’t have to con- 
stantly fear being deported.

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But, last fall, Ochoa experienced 
the unthinkable: the statutes began to 
end, on a rolling basis. 

To be fair to the government, it 
never pretended TPS was something 
it wasn’t. It says “temporary” in its 
name, and the paperwork states that 
it’s not a path toward citizenship. And 
yet, 300,000 current beneficiaries 
were caught off guard. 

This is probably because TPS hold- 
ers had little reason to think it would 
suddenly stop; they lived safely under 
the status for decades, as both Repub- 
lican and Democrat administrations 
continued to renew it every year. For 
example, Honduras has had TPS since 
1999, and Sudan since 1997. Ochoa 
himself renewed it for 17 years with- 
out a problem. 

“T’ve lived more than half of my life 
here. I came when I was 18, now I’m 
42,” Ochoa says. “It was really hard. 
That’s why I fled, and now they’re 
sending me back to the mouth of the 
lions.” 

Ochoa feels the revocation is un- 
fair. He cannot receive federal aid, 
he’s never committed a crime — he 
must send the government a criminal 
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background check every year, and if 
he violates it, he’s deported — and 

he pays taxes. In addition, Ochoa has 
to re-apply for TPS every time the 
Department of Homeland Security 
renews it, which is usually every 12 to 
18 months, costing him about $500 
each time. Hardly any other class of 
immigration in the country is subject 
to as much scrutiny. 

“The best solution is for the Con- 
gress to legislate a path to Permanent 
Resident status for TPS holders,” 
Ochoa says. 

There are slivers of hope, however. 
Earlier this year, the administration 
re-approved Yemeni and Syrian TPS. 
And in March, nine TPS holders sued 
the federal government in a San Fran- 
cisco court over the exact predicament 
Ochoa finds himself in. One of the 
main arguments they make in the case 
Ramos v. Nielsen is that children need 
to stay with their parents until they’re 
old enough to be independent. TPS 
parents can’t stay in America indefl- 
nitely, but at least long enough to see 
their kids live on their own. 

Still, that’s a longshot. In the mean- 
time, many TPS holders plan to lie 
low until ICE finds them, which seems 
likely considering the government has 
records of all their information. It isn’t 
hard to track them down. 

Ochoa won't go down without a 
fight. Desperate, anxious, and lacking 
back-ups, his final plan is an advance 
parole: He will return to El Salvador 
while he still has TPS, and re-enter as 
a legal resident. He thinks a labeled 
“legal” entry on his papers will fall 
under the good graces of DHS in the 
future, since the government currently 
has him listed with an illegal entry. 

The plan is risky. A DHS agent 
could deny Ochoa re-entry into the 
United States and keep him in El Sal- 
vador despite his legal status, negating 
all his efforts to earn permanent resi- 
dency in the States. If this happened, 
he’d be separated from his kids and his 
home in the Mission long before Sep- 
tember 2019. 

But when faced with this possibil- 
ity, Ochoa merely shrugs and gives a 
gentle smile: “Sometimes you have to 
take chances. What else can you do?” 

He will take little Freddy and James 
this time; he wants them to know 
where his family is from. Besides, it’s 
easier to face the world’s obstacles 
when his family is together. 
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City Cracks Down on Gratfiti Artists

San Francisco’s underground 
graffiti scene is usually appreciated, with 
art galleries and local publications show- 
ing respect. But not everyone loves a 
tag, particularly when it ends up on their 
home or storefront. In recent years, 
some artists’ work has become overly 
prevalent, such as the large-scale sketch 
of Bart Simpson with a four on his fore- 
head, which even today can be spotted 
on walls, Muni shelters, and sidewalks 
around town. When a tag gets that big, 
the artist best watch out, because SFPD 
is on the prowl. 

On Tuesday, District Attorney 
George Gascon announced that seven 
artists have been charged with tagging 
small businesses and recreational spac- 
es. Chief among them is Tyler Ross, 

27, who’s behind the Bart4 pieces. He 
was arrested in March after an Insta- 
gram-savvy follower recognized the 
location of his livestream and called 
the cops, and Ross now faces 29 felony 
charges of vandalism. 

Second in line in terms of activity 
is Jorge Luis Coya, whose tag KRK (or 
Kick Rocks) is easily recognizable. In an 
interview with Bombing Science earlier 
this year, Coya says he grew up in Mi- 
ami and joined the skate scene when he 
moved to San Francisco in 2000. 

“The definition of graffiti are writing 
or drawings that have been scribbled, 
scratched, or painted illicitly on a wall 
or other surface, often within public 
view. Most of the time without permis- 
sion, he said. “That is graffiti. If it has 
permission, in my eyes it’s art.”

Also facing charges are 24-year- 
old Omar Clerkin, known as “Yeska,” 
25-year-old Carlos Cruz aka “Orrible,” 
and Avery Sizelove, aka “Every,” 23. 

“We're working closely with the 
police department to identify and hold 
accountable the most prolific vandals, 
who cost the city over $20 million per 
year, Gascon says. “Individuals like 
these are behind the city’s property 
crime challenge. By tying them to mul- 


Hit-And-Run Ultimately 
Kills Pedicab Driver

Nearly two weeks after suffer- 
ing serious injuries in a hit-and-run, a 
pedicab driver has died. 

Kevin Manning, 66, died Monday 
night after fighting to recover from a 
June 27 hit-and-run. Since fleeing the 
scene at Sansome and Embarcadero 
streets around 4:15 p.m., the driver 
has remained at large. 

A GoFundMe has raised more than 


$29,000, which was originally intend- 
ed to help Manning and his family 
get back on his feet “and eventually, 
back on three wheels.” He pedaled for 
Cabrio Taxi for six years, according to 
the fundraiser. 

“He is a father, a grandfather, a 
patent-holding innovator, and an 
essential member of our community,” 
wrote Colin Sanders on the GoFund- 
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tiple incidents, we can ensure they face 
consequences equal to their impact on 
our community.” 

For small business owners — partic- 
ularly in Chinatown, where much of the 
tagging takes place — these arrests and 
charges are a good thing. It costs an es- 
timated $3,370 to remove a graffiti tag, 
and the city fines business owners who 
don’t comply. 

“Graffiti has always been a problem

Early medical improvements en- 
couraged family and friends early on 
but Manning ultimately succumbed 
to his injuries Monday night. 

Police are searching for the driver 
of a gold or champagne-colored Hon- 
da Civic, which reportedly swerved 
through traffic while going south on 
The Embarcadero. The impact caused 
Manning’s pedicab, carrying a mother 
and her five-year-old daughter, to hit 
a second pedicab carrying a father 
and his eight-year-old son. 

The driver of the second pedicab 
was not injured, but the four passen- 
gers, who made up a family of Canadi- 
an tourists, were sent to the hospital 
with non-life-threatening injuries. 


in Chinatown. They for some reason 
always pick on us,” Eva Lee, the head of 
the Chinatown Merchants Association, 
said on Tuesday, as she expressed her 
gratitude to SFPD. 

Although this large roundup makes 
the effort to bust such offenders appear 
easy, it was a collaborative effort. 

“This was not a simple piece of work, 
this took a lot of work and dogged de- 
termination to find all the pieces that 
came together,’ Gascon says. 

Officers scoured a plethora of sur- 
veillance camera footage from around 
Union Square, and Gang Task Force Of- 
ficer Martin Ferreira became intimately 
familiar with the taggers’ work and 
patterns. 

In the end, SFPD feels they’ve done 
the community a service. 

“We often focus on the violent crime 
that we see in the city, and property 
crime doesn't always get the attention 
it deserves,” says Commander Greg 
McEachern. “To say that this is not 
a problem would be a complete un- 
derstatement. For us to make arrests 
and to go toa grand jury sends a clear 
message to these offenders that we are 
going to make sure justice is done. We 
also want to hit them in the pocketbook 
with civil penalties. We want to do ev- 
erything we can to clean up this mess, 
and send the message that no matter 
what the crime is, we’re going to go ag- 
gressively after it.”

Plans to install protected bike 


lanes along the high-injury corridor 
of the Embarcadero have been long 
delayed, the Examiner reported in the 
aftermath of the crash. On Tuesday, 
the San Francisco Bicycle Coalition 
called on city officials to set up tem- 
porary safety measures and perma- 
nent barriers within three years. 

“This crash and Kevin's death were 
entirely preventable,” the Coalition 
said in a statement. “The SFMTA 
and Port of San Francisco must act 
urgently in order to prevent further 
deaths of San Franciscans simply try- 
ing to earn a living, commute, and see 
their friends and family.”

Hetch Hetchy 
Reservoir 
Protected, 
For Now 


One Berkeley group Just 
won't give up on the call to 
“restore” the dam. 


A battle over San Francis- 
co’s main water source may be 
heading to the California Supreme 
Court. On Monday, a group of 
Berkeley naturalists — who are 
upset that Yosemite’s Hetch Het- 
chy Valley was destroyed by the 
creation of the dam and demand 
that it be restored — lost in Cali- 
fornia’s Fifth District Court of Ap- 
peal. The judge ruled that a 
colleague who'd thrown out a prior 
lawsuit by the Restore Hetch Het- 
chy group in 2016 was correct in 
their decision. 

“The dam at Hetch Hetchy 
remains as the greatest blemish 
in any of our national parks,” the 
group states on its website, cit- 
ing an old John Muir quote that 
Hetch Hetchy Valley was “one of 
nature’s rarest and most precious 
mountain temples.” The reservoir 
now serves more than 2.7 mil- 
lion residents in the Bay Area. 

Although the latest ruling is a 
loss, this isn’t a new battle. Pres- 
ident Woodrow Wilson approved 
the reservoir in 1913, and even 
then, the flooding of a national 
park to hydrate one city was con- 
sidered fairly controversial. 

Today, the call continues for 
the draining and “restoration” of 
the valley, and the subsequent 
expansion of the neighboring 
Yosemite Park. It’s been led fairly 
relentlessly by the group of en- 
vironmentalists, who even suc- 
ceeded in getting it on the ballot 
in 2012. (It was defeated.) 

And they’re not deterred by 
Monday’s Court of Appeal ruling. 
“We are convinced that the 
legal and technical merits of our 

case are well-founded and we 
plan to ask the California Su- 
preme Court to review this rul- 
ing,” Spreck Rosekrans, executive 
director of Restore Hetch Het- 
chy, told the Chronicle. “We are 
hopeful that the highest court in 
the state will understand the im- 
portant states’ rights issues that 
this case brings forward.”

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Legalized Pot

“My father was a weed dealer.” 

In one succinct sentence, writer-di- 
rector Shana Feste has summed up the 
subject at the heart of her latest film, 
Boundaries. 

“That was just a part of my child- 
hood,” she explains. “He went to prison 
for trafficking marijuana, so I’ve been 
around weed my whole life.” 

Following the success of her previous 
films — including the 2010 Gwyneth 
Paltrow-starring Country Strong and 
the 2014 romance Endless Love — Feste 
kept things close to home for her newest 
project. The narrative of an adult wom- 
an forced to take her elderly, pot-dealing 
father on a road trip after he’s evicted 
from his retirement home was borrowed 
largely from Feste’s own life.

While Boundaries isn’t a film about 
cannabis, the plant is an integral ele- 
ment of the plot. As Jack Jaconi, the 
indomitable Christopher Plummer uses 
his impromptu travels to sell weed to 
old acquaintances. Having shot the film 
two years ago, Feste says she had to 
incorporate extra dialogue to contextu- 
alize the movie in the new landscape of 
legalized pot. 

“We knew it was about to be legal- 
ized in California,” she explains, “so we 
actually had to add in a line where [Jack] 
says he wants to switch products be- 
cause weed has lost its fun, now that it’s 
about to become legal.” 

Feste’s father’s story is one for the 
ages. Married six times, 
he had six children and an 
affinity for all manner of 
stray pets. In addition to his 
career as a cannabis dealer, 
Feste was also charged with 
racketeering crimes for once 
besting a casino and also en- 
joyed a stint as a bookie. His 
daughter recalls that Feste 
once returned from a trip 
to Africa and brought back 
diamonds he'd smuggled ina 
cowboy hat. 

While ceaselessly 
charming, Robert Feste was 
chronically unreliable during 
Shana’s childhood, thanks to 
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stints in prison, his many romantic en- 
tanglements, and a willingness to drop 
everything when the prospect of a good 
scheme arose. The fraught nature of 
Shana’s relationship with her father is a 
focal point of Boundaries, which endears 
the character of Jack to the audience but 
quickly reveals the many cracks lurking 
beneath his alluring smile. 

Beyond its work as a character study 
of a uniquely chaotic family, Boundaries 
also provides a nuanced, realistic look 
at the people who actually consume 
cannabis. Following decades of stoner 
comedies where marijuana served more 
as a punchline than a plot point, the 
individuals who buy from Plummer’s 
character are not simply 
bored teenagers and 
tie-dye-clad relics of the 
1960s. 

For one scene, Feste 
cast a woman in remis- 
sion from cancer to play 
a patient who relies of 
medical cannabis to alle- 
viate her symptoms. 

“T think, in some of 
the montages of Jack 
dealing marijuana, it 
was really a way for me 
to celebrate humanity,” 
Feste suggests. “I was 

always intrigued by how 
many different people 
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my father knew and the circles he ran 
in.” 

Before Robert Feste passed away in 
June 2017, his daughter made sure he 
had a chance to leave his mark on the 
film by casting him as one of Jack’s cli- 
ents. True to form, he chastised Shana 
for outfitting him in an orange reflective 
vest that wasn’t “dirty or ratty enough.” 

“He'd been on parole, and he’d worn 
those vests to do beach clean-up,” Feste 
recalls. “He was upset because he knew 
the city would never have had vests that 
clean.” 

When Feste tried to offer her father 
direction for the scene — that perhaps 
he should look over his shoulder or act 
a bit nervous — he flatly dismissed the 
suggestions. 

“Tasked him what he would do in real 
life,” Feste says, “and he said, ‘Nothing. I 
would maybe take a hit and I would buy 
it. ’m not fucking nervous, Shana.” 

Ultimately, Feste hopes Boundaries 
captures the spirit of cannabis as she 
came to know it through the tumultu- 
ous times she shared with her father. 

To that end, she tried to keep things as 
authentic as possible — even incorpo- 
rating real cannabis plants into shots 
whenever possible. 

Similar to films that use fake curren- 
cy, viewers just seem able to tell when 
they’re seeing a fake on screen. Feste 
says her production designer, Page 


Buckner, went to great lengths to show 
quality cannabis wherever possible. 

“It broke his heart that we weren't 
able to use real plants in Jack’s grow 
room,’ she says. “We had to use fake 
plants, and they didn’t move as much as 
we wanted them to.” 

Even the score was composed with 
an ear toward avoiding what Feste calls 
“Mickey Mousing” the film. Instead 
Michael Penn focused on the darker, 
dramatic beats and resisted the urge to 
overplay the comedic, zany aspects. 

“T think you'll still laugh,” Feste says, 
“but I’m working with childhood trauma 
here.” 

To that end, despite their sometimes 
fraught relationship, the person Feste 
most hopes Boundaries impresses is her 
father’s spirit. 

“He smoked for his entire life,” she 
says. “He used to give it to his dogs 
before you could give it to your dogs. It 
was something that was really import- 
ant to him, so [hope that I’ve captured 
that. That would be really lovely.” 


Boundaries is now playing in Bay 
Area theaters.

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Put aleash 
onnegligent 
dog owners 


This week’s question comes from Irina in 
San Francisco, who writes: 


: “Chris, Iown a small rescue dog who is 
afraid of larger dogs. My son and I were 


walking our dog, on-leash, on the sidewalk to a 
nearby park when suddenly an off-leash Rott- 
weiler came around the corner and bounded up 
to my dog. Afraid for my dog, I reached down to 
pick him up. The Rottweiler jumped up on me, 
viciously biting my arm just above my elbow 

and drawing blood. Throughout the ordeal, my 
6-year-old son was screaming and crying. I was 
afraid the Rottweiler was going to kill me, my 
son or the dog. Finally, the owner of the dog ran 
up and pulled his dog off me, said he was sorry 
and that his dog had never acted this way before. 
I had to go to the hospital, where I was treated 
for the puncture wounds. The dog also lacerated 
a tendon near my elbow, and I may need surgery. 
I have developed an infection and am now taking 
antibiotics. I’m told I will have a permanent scar 
from the bite marks. My son is in therapy now as 
he shakes and starts breathing rapidly when he 
encounters a large dog.

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The dog owner got nasty when I 
told him his dog should be ona leash. 
He seemed offended and said if my dog 
hadn't barked, he wouldn't have bitten. I 
called the police, and he started walking 
away so I took his picture. They arrived 
and found him in the park. He is a fi- 
nance guy living in a big house in Noe 
Valley. I always thought people that filed 
lawsuits were just trying to make a quick 
dollar, but now that my son and I have 
been injured by this guy’s careless atti- 
tude, I can see why people sue guys like 
him. I want to know what my rights are. 
I have medical bills, lost time at work, 
need future plastic surgery and my son is 
in therapy.” 


: Irina, I am sorry to learn of the 

injuries you and your son suffered. For any- 
one thinking that this is an isolated incident, 
here are some statistics: In 2016, 31 dog attacks 
in the U.S. resulted in human death; 13 victims 
were children and 18 were adults. The Center 
for Disease Control reports there are more than 
4.5 million dog bites annually sending more 
than 750,000 people to the hospital. Often, it 
is not the dog that is the problem; it’s the irre- 
sponsible owner who has trained the dog to be 
aggressive or let them run off leash. 

In California, the owner of a dog that bites 
someone (with limited exception for on-duty 
police dogs, protection dogs, dogs biting bur- 
glars, etc.) is legally responsible for all injuries 
the dog causes. We call this “strict liability.” 
When the dog bites, liability exists against the 
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Dogs are often not the one 
to blame in attacks, but 
rather irresponsible owners 
who have trained the dog to 
be aggressive or let them 
run off leash.

owner regardless of the breed or how careful the 
owner was in restraining the dog. 

Irina, you were walking on a public sidewalk 
and bit by a dog. That is sufficient to establish 
liability for the dog owner. You may be entitled 
to obtain damages for your medical expenses, 
past and future, wage loss and compensation 
for shock, anxiety, fear, emotional distress and 
pain. 

Given that the dog lunged in the direction 
of both you and your son, he, too, would have a 
claim for negligence as he was put in reasonable 
fear of injury or death. Moreover, a doctrine 
called “negligent infliction of emotional dis- 
tress” (NIED) can create liability for the dog 
owner. 

There are four elements of a NIED claim: 


(1.) The plaintiff is closely related to injury 
victim, (2.) is present at the scene of the 
injury-producing event, (3.) was aware at 
the time that the victim was being injured 
and (4.) as a result suffered emotional dis- 
tress. The worse cases of this type, which I 
have seen, are those where a parent has wit- 
nessed the death of their child or vice-versa. 
A person who has suffered NIED has a legal 
claim entirely separate from their own per- 
sonal injury claim. The facts that you have 
provided suggest that you and your son may 
have claims for personal injury and NIED. 
After a dog bite, if the owner can’t 
demonstrate a current rabies vaccination, 
the dog may be ordered quarantined for 
observation by the owner or a vet. If the 
dog runs off, you may require a series of five 
shots over a 28-day period. If you are bit 
by an unknown or wild animal, get treatment 
immediately and in no event later than six days. 
Rabies causes serious neurological injury, and 
once symptoms appear, the condition can be 
fatal. 


Irina, the law can put a leash on this negli- 
gent dog owner and hold him responsible for 
what the dog did to you and your son. I recom- 
mend you speak to a trial lawyer knowledgeable 
in the area of animal/dog attack law. Most trial 
lawyers don’t charge for a consultation and han- 
dle your case on a contingency, meaning they 
only get paid if they obtain a recovery for you.

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COLUMBUS AVENUE WASN'T 
ALWAYS CALLED THAT. 


Until 1909, everyone’s favorite diago- 
nal thoroughfare was known as Mont- 
gomery Avenue, creating a de facto in- 
tersection of “Montgomery and Mont- 
gomery at the site that would go on 
to become the Transamerica Pyramid 
six decades later. That year, the city 
of San Francisco, in post-earthquake 
recovery and consolidation mode and 
with more than 400,000 residents, de- 
cided to clean up its streets. It wasn’t 
as though garbage pickup was imple- 
mented that year; instead, the city 
chose to eliminate the duplicate street 
names that had proliferated since the 
pre-Gold Rush Yerba Buena era. 

The Commission on the Chang- 
ing of Street Names took its duty 
quite seriously. The alterations were 
most dramatic in the Richmond and 
Sunset districts, where thousands 
of neighbors fiercely opposed the 
“Spaniardized” renaming of all the 
north-south streets in an alphabetical 
sequence from Anza to Wawona — 
with the surnames of a few American 
military figures, like Kirkham and 
Lawton, thrown in. But other streets 
got renamed, too, including DuPont 
Street (now Grant Avenue) and the 
Embarcadero, which had previously 
been known by the cumbersome 
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designations “East Street North” and 
“East Street South,” separated by the 
Ferry Building. 

Owing to North Beach’s Ital- 
ian-American population, Columbus 
Avenue was chosen. Although Chris- 
topher Columbus’ star has dimmed 
in the years since, that rechristening 
might be the least fought-over rem- 
nant of the Street Renaming Contro- 
versy of 1909. 


THE BANK OF AMERICA 
STARTED THERE. 


Founded as the Bank of Italy in 
1904 by Amadeo Giannini to serve 
immigrants and other lower-income 
people the financial institutions of 
the era wouldn’t touch, it survived 
the 1906 earthquake and fire only be- 
cause Giannani spirited the deposits 
out of harm’s way. Amid the rubble, 
Giannini reportedly laid planks over 
two barrels and set up shop, lending 
money to rebuild the city. In 1908, 
the bank moved into the eight-story 
Beaux-Arts building at 550 Mont- 
gomery St. — now landmarked as 
the Bank of Italy Building — and 
later merged with the Los Angeles 
firm that gave it its current name. 
Currently, Bank of America holds 
one-tenth of all the deposits in the 
United States, and a BofA building is 
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the tallest structure in Charlotte, At- 
lanta, and Dallas, and the fourth-tall- 
est in Houston and New York. Before 
decamping for Charlotte, it was 
headquartered at 555 California St., 
San Francisco’s third-tallest building, 
which held the No. 1 spot from its 
completion in 1969 until the nearby 
Transamerica Pyramid topped out in 
1972, 


TERRIFIC STREET REALLY 
EXISTED. 


An artsy cafe and “eco-brothel” called 
Terrific Street opened on Grant 
Avenue in 2015, caussing a few 
non-avians to squawk at its window 
display of “canned parrot.” It closed 
last summer, having served a lot 
more Stumptown Coffee than cherry- 
head birds from Telegraph Hill, but 
its forerunner lasted much longer. 
During the Barbary Coast era, the 
block of Pacific Street between Kearny 
and Montgomery streets was in fact 
known as Terrific Street, probably 

in an older sense of the word, closer 
to “terrifying” than “excellent.” The 
Old Hippodrome and the Bella Union 
Dance Hall were there, licentious 
places that moralizing scolds and 
other puritanical biddies frowned 
upon as cesspools of gambling, 
opium, petty crime, and exposed

ankles. You could find exotic dancers 
known as the Three Lively Fleas, and 
a character named Black Bart, who 
robbed people using a gun with no 
bullets and left poetry as his calling 
card, signed “Black Bart the PO8.” 
Because of all the barely concealed ads 
for Terrific Street sex workers of the 
day, the San Francisco Examiner was 
sometimes known as The Whore’s Daily 
Guide and Handy Compendium. 


THERE'S A PARK YOU PROBABLY 
DON'T KNOW ABOUT. 


If you find steps in San Francisco, 
take ‘em. Few things about this city 
thrill a jaded, longtime resident like 
discovering a new vista does, and 

on Grant Avenue opposite Pfeiffer 
Street is a staircase that leads to 

a remarkable view of Fisherman’s 
Wharf and the water, with the Golden 
Gate, Richmond, and Bay bridges all 
easily visible. Jack Early Park, on the 
northwest slope of Telegraph Hill, has 
room for only three or four people and 
gets locked at night, and its namesake 
wanted to call it “Alcatraz Heights.” 

In the early 1960s, Early essentially 
built the park himself, using railroad 
ties as stairs, on a rugged lot that was 
poorly suited for much else. Climbing 
to the top, above the treetops (but not 
entirely above the nearby rooflines) 
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reveals a beautiful spot you'll want to 
come back to again and again. Jack 
Early, jack often! 


LET'S GO T0 CHURCH. 


The magnificent, dual-steppeled SS 
Peter and Paul Church, opposite Wash- 
ington Square Park, is known as the 
Italian Cathedral of the West. Com- 
pleted in 1924, it’s somewhat unusual 
in that the altar faces south (not east, 
as many Catholic churches do) and 

its address is the rather ominous 666 
Filbert St. There’s a replica of Michel- 
angelo’s Pieta, and the 40-ton altar is 
hewn from Carrara marble. Above it, 
inside the dome, is a specific depiction 
of Jesus known as a Christo Pantocra- 
tor (Christ All-Powerful), which you 
can recognize from the specific ar- 
rangements of letters, quasi-translated 
from Greek: IC (Jesus), XC (Christ), 
NK (Conquers). The church is readily 
visible in Dirty Harry, and it’s where 
Martinez native and longtime North 
Beach resident Joe DiMaggio married 
his first wife, actress Dorothy Arnold, 
in 1939. Because the Church doesn’t 
accept remarriage following a divorce, 
DiMaggio couldn’t wed Marilyn Mon- 
roe there in 1954, so they got hitched 
at City Hall — and divorced within the 
year. But DiMaggio’s small, private fu- 
neral was held there in 1999, and he’s 
buried in Colma.

One of the oddest culinary ex- 
periences in North Beach is certainly Li- 
guria Bakery, a cash-only, all-focaccia spot 
on the corner of Stockton and Filbert 
streets that not only has vintage typewrit- 
ers in the front window, but displays its 
phone number in the old, PEnnsylvania 
6-5000 style: GArfield 13786. You'd bet- 
ter get there before 9:30 or 10 a.m. if you 
want some pizza or rosemary-and-garlic 
focaccia, because Liguria runs out early — 
and if you're lucky enough to get some, 
you ll be sinking your dog teeth into strips 
of the best of that often-mediocre bread. 
Do it soon, too, because a handwritten 
sign in the window says they’re closed for 
vacation from Aug. 5 to Sept. 3. 

Let us all sigh in unison as we 
imagine the joy of taking a full four 
weeks off, all at once. And when you've 
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reached your focaccia quota for the 
summer, consider brunch at these 
un-missably good places elsewhere in 
North Beach. 


MAMA'S ON 
WASHINGTON SQUARE 


1701 Stockton St., mamas-sf.com 


Directly across the street from Liguria, 
the lines are long and the light fixtures 
are haute suburban. But Mama is not 
messing around: This is major break- 
fast fulfillment, seven days a week. A 
dozen omelets establish the founda- 
tion on which huevos rancheros and 

a smoked-salmon scramble rest, and 
there are fully five french toast vari- 
eties, including the kugelhopf (house- 
baked brioche with golden raisins, 


cinnamon, dates, and sliced almonds). 
Among the many benedicts, one in par- 
ticular stands out: The Paisano, topped 
with pancetta and both red and yellow 
peppers. Wash it down with one of Un- 
cle Cy’s Spicy Marys, or just let Mama 
spike your lemonade her way — with 
Sauvignon Blanc! 


PETE'S 


570 Green St., petesongreen.com 


Without a doubt, this is first and fore- 
most a bar. But Pete’s — owned by Pete 
Mrabe of Don Pisto’s and Chubby Noo- 
dle — opens at 10 a.m. on weekends 
with an eclectic menu that runs from 
Oahu to the American South. There’s an 
All-American breakfast that feels like 

a slimmed down version of a full Irish, 
plus a Loco Moco plate with a Kobe pat- 
ty and house gravy. If you need a tradi- 
tional rib-sticker to get motivated, eggs 
benedict or good old biscuits and gravy 
should do it. Everyone knows brunch 

is an elaborate kabuki exercise to start 
drinking in broad daylight, and Pete’s 
$7 cocktails are heavier on the seasonal 
fruit juices than you might imagine. A 
must is the Bloody Mary, loaded with 
goodies to get you through your hang- 
over. The Pretty Girl (fresh-squeezed 
puree, orange juice, and sparkling wine) 
is amimosa on light, gentle steroids, 
while the personal trainer-approved Hy- 
drator consists of coconut water with a 
shot of any well liquor. Or you could al- 





ways get serious with a Primo (Mexican 
cold-brew syrup, coffee, and tequila). 


BODEGA

Remember when those tech bros 
wanted to replace the institution of 
the corner store with a coldly lit kiosk 
called Bodega that would sell you a 
pack of smokes after hours? The world 
certainly rose up as one to put a stop 
to that nonsense, didn’t it? Well on 

the corner of Columbus and Filbert, 
along Via Bufano, there’s a pair of red 
lips — and a two-year-old wine bar also 
known as Bodega. Honey, strawberries, 
and cheese on toast are where brunch 
and dessert collide, and here they do 

so over coffee. There’s avocado toast, 
there’s mushroom toast, and there’s 
carnitas tacos, too. You might even get 
a charcuterie platter. But you're not go- 
ing to be buying Juicy Fruit. Wet your 
lips, baby.

In the annals of great ideas that haven't 
been tried elsewhere, Chubby Noodle’s 
bottomless dim sum brunch stands 
resplendent in a military sash on a very 
high dais. For $45, you get 90 minutes 
in which to enjoy whatever your heart 
desires from among 15 different dishes

Pete’s Loco moco 
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and four different brunch drinks. It 
comes with a very specific asterisk in 
the form of no chugging, no double-fist- 
ing, and a general managerial discretion 
over patrons’ behavior. But you are go- 
ing to want to dive into kung pao wings, 
dan dan noodles with spicy peanut 
sauce, and a breakfast jook made with 
smoked bacon, egg, chili oil, charred 
garlic, and scallions. Does a $49 sake 
carafe sound like your new best friend? 
Watch what happens: Chubby isn’t even 
the word. 


PARK TAVERN

James Beard-nominated Park Tavern 
has the most elegant brunch in North 
Beach, hands down. Its menu certainly 
carries more diacritical marks than the 
competition, from a trout paté with 
lemon zest and chervil to a grapefruit 
briilée with créme fraiche. There are so 
many good ways to begin, you might 
get bogged down in pastries: a coffee 
cake, a toast with three nut butters 

and chestnut honey, a simple Breton 
butter cake. But leave room for some

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WATER SAVINGS

The phased closure of Dolores Park 


was an annoyance for dog owners, coco- 
nut-and-rum vendors, and those looking fora 
place to drink outdoors on sunny days. But two 
years later, it emerged with infinitely better 
bathrooms, new pathways, and other delightful 
improvements to accommodate its citywide 
popularity. 

Across town, North Beach is bracing for 
the closure of Washington Square Park in 
early 2019 — although it’s far less glamorous 
and won't yield a new bathroom or upgraded 
tennis courts. Instead, it’s getting an irriga- 
tion-system upgrade that will save more than 
two million gallons of water each year, and 
prevent a swamp-like state after rainfall. 

Soon after the last California drought was 
recorded, the San Francisco Recreation and 
Parks Department identified the park and its 
65-year-old irrigation system as using more 
than three million gallons every year — the 
most per acre for any park in the city. 

City officials find that they can prevent 
unnecessary water guzzling by adding 
drought-tolerant plants and drainage infra- 
structure on top of the system change. Wash- 
ington Square will also emerge with replaced 
trees, repaved pathways, and better accessibil- 
ity for people with disabilities. 

The downside? Everything but the re- 
stroom and playground will be closed for six 
months. 

At first, the $2 million project was expect- 
ed to close the park for one year, a plan which 
took neighbors by surprise when it was an- 
nounced to the community in February. After 
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all, the park is regularly used by elderly tai chi 
groups, energetic dogs, playground-bound 
kids, tired tourists, sleepy individuals lacking 
homes, and boozy young adults. 

“T think at first everyone was pretty 
shocked,” says Danny Sauter, president of 
North Beach Neighbors. “There’s a good num- 
ber who rely on the park for refuge.” 

Sauter is in support of the improvements 
but had concerns about where it would leave 
unhoused neighbors, who use the park as a 
place to sleep. North Beach Neighbors also of- 
fered suggestions on the lights, rodent issues, 
replacing hazardous trees with new ones, and 
finding alternative community spaces for peo- 
ple to hang out. 

One of those spaces, Joe DiMaggio Play- 
ground, is just two blocks north and comes 
with a clubhouse, recreational courts, and 
green space to fill part of the void. But it 
doesn’t have the same neighborhood draw 
that boosts surrounding businesses and at- 
tracts tourists. 

“We believe that Rec and Park generally 
means well,” the San Francisco North Beach 
Business Association’s website says. “But they 
don’t live, work or own business here. We’ve 
already lost too many small businesses.” 

The group appeared blindsided by the 
closure and lack of community input before 
the decision was made. The irrigation project 
is indeed happening, but Rec and Park is still 
soliciting feedback on ways to soften any blow 
to the area. 

But in the long term, six months isn’t that 
long. When all is said and done, visitors and 
frequent park users can rest assured that 
water wasting will be in the past. Plus, they 
can lounge in the grass without a wet bottom 
thanks to the new drainage, keeping it accessi- 
ble despite the weather. 

Rec and Park is holding a community meeting 
on Wednesday, July 25, from 6 p.m. to 7:30 p.m. 
at the Joe DiMaggio Clubhouse, 651 Lombard St. 

It is also conducting a community survey to 
take input, which can be accessed at sfrecpark.

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FIDDLER S GREEN 
PUB DAMAGED iN 
ANOTHER NORTH 
BEAGH TIRE 





Just four months since the St. Patrick’s 
Day fire incapacitated five businesses, another 
fire and round of displacement hit North Beach 
late Monday night. 

A three-alarm fire at Fiddler’s Green, an 
iconic Irish pub in a Columbus Avenue build- 
ing that survived the 1906 earthquake, began 
a few minutes to midnight and lasted just one 
hour. In the end, nine people were displaced 
— five of whom were tourists staying in an 
Airbnb — from the residential unit above the 





pub and a firefighter suffered a minor injury. 

The cause of the fire is under investigation. 

Four months earlier, a four-alarm fire tore 
through a building on Union Street across 
from Washington Square Park. The damage 
may have been swept up in the political dra- 
ma: Supervisor Aaron Peskin called for Fire 
Chief Joanne Hayes-White to resign over 
what he perceived to be inaction as firefight- 
ers battled flames inside the building but later 
apologized for doing so on the scene, the Ex- 
aminer reported. 

Fortunately for the five businesses dis- 
placed by the St. Patrick’s Day blaze, a pop-up 
benefit came to the rescue. Patrons of Salz- 
burg Ferry Plaza Seafood, Rogue Ales Public 
House, Tuk Tuk Thai, and Coit Liquors can 
still show their support at Doors Open at 
1707 Powell St. 

Unfortunately for Fiddler’s Green, Doors 
Open completes its run this month and it’s 
not clear how long the businesses will be out 
of commission from the damage. After just 
two years of new owners re-opening the now 
27-year-old space, tourists and locals will have 
to dig up their loyal patience for the Irish pub 
once again. IM

‘DON'T THREATEN THE GALLERY OWNERS’

Anyone who was great friends 
with Peter Hujar, and that includes 
writer Fran Lebowitz, encountered the 
complicated layers that made him sucha 
brilliant and exasperating photogra- 
pher. Hujar, who died in 1987 of 
AIDS-related pneumonia, was adventur- 
ous, dogged, confident, sensitive, 
charming, flamboyant, and funny — 
but prone to fits of anger and insecure 
about his place in photography. Hujar 
ridiculed curators who tried to get him 
shows and snubbed photographers who 
tried to connect with him. Lebowitz was 
one of the close friends who stayed un- 
interrupted in Hujar’s orbit — who 
never really clashed with him — and she 
says the reason was simple. 

“My theory is that I believe I was 
the only person who ever met Peter 
who wasn’t in love with him,” Lebow- 
itz says in a phone interview. “Since 
everyone else was in love with him 
— naturally, that was a complicated 
thing. Nothing is less complicated 
than not being in love. This made my 
relationship with Peter very simple. 
Every straight woman fell in love with 
Peter. Every gay man fell in love with 
Peter. Even maybe some straight men. 
Peter was incredibly handsome. But 
he was totally unreachable. Which is, 
of course, why everyone was in love 
with him.” 

For emphasis, Lebowitz adds this: 
“He was a very difficult person. Very 
complicated. I'd [tell him], “Peter, if 
you really want to have a show, it’s 
better that you don’t threaten the 
gallery owners.’ When I’ve discussed 
my relationship with Peter with tons 
of people — people who were very 
close to him, people ve known for a 
long time — I know that everyone had 
problems with him. I never did.” 

Lebowitz is the subject of one of 
150 photographs in “Peter Hujar: 
Speed of Life,” Hujar’s first retrospec- 
tive, which has landed at BAMPFA 
after a run at New York’s Morgan 
Library & Museum (the exhibit’s 
co-organizer). Hujar himself is on 
display in “Speed of Life” — as in the 
1966-67 work Nude Self-Portrait, Run- 
ning, which Hujar made while taking 
a workshop from Richard Avedon, 
the iconic fashion photographer who 
was one of his biggest collectors. Male 
nudity became one of Hujar’s best- 
known motifs. More than fellow New 
Yorker Robert Mapplethorpe, who be- 
gan photographing a decade after Hu- 
jar, he established an early precedent 


for fine-art male nudes — although it 
was Mapplethorpe who became better 
known. Hujar was contemptuous of 
Mapplethorpe’s images, calling them 
calculated and saying, “Well, it looks 
like art.” 

There’s no question about the artis- 
tic foundation of Hujar’s nudes or any 
of the works on display at BAMPFA. 
Even a 1976 work like Bruce de Ste. 
Croix, where the subject sits nude ona 
chair and holds his large, erect penis, 
has the artistic sensibilities of other 
Hujar images, which means a minimal- 
ist set-up, curious angles, absorbing 
black-and-white textures, and an in- 
timacy that is personal and complex. 
Hujar’s lens revealed his subjects’ inner 
intensity as much as their exteriority. 


Show of Show-Ofts 


One of Hujar’s best-known images 
— aclothed, reclining Susan Sontag 
from 1975 — embodied this approach. 
Like Bruce de Ste. Croix, Susan Sontag 
has the subject looking away from the 
camera, with her elbow (of all things) 
directing the viewer’s focus inward, and 
her body intersected from behind by 
a line that bisects the panorama into 
distinct shapes. 

Sontag isn’t smiling. Neither is 
Bruce de Ste. Croix. And neither is 
Hujar is his self-portrait. They’re not 
showing off — at least, not consciously. 

Hujar hated show-offs. Or rather, 
he loved show-offs who were naturally 
that way. He hated phonies and anyone 
who tried to ingratiate or be overly so- 
licitous. That’s why he loved Lebowitz, 
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Peter Hujar: Fran Lebowitz 
sat Home.in Morristown, 
w New Jersey, 1974.

the New Jersey-born humorist and 
raconteur, and Sontag, a good friend 
who wrote the introduction to his 
1976 book, Portraits in Life and Death. 
But that’s why Hujar had such a 
hard time embracing the art world 
during his lifetime. He undermined 
his own career even as many figures 
wanted to embrace him full-throttle, 
says Stephen Koch, executor of Hu- 
jar’s estate. Koch says Hujar’s difficult 
childhood, leaving home at age 16 un- 
der the strain of an abusive, alcoholic 
mother, had a permanent imprint on 
his personality. Koch adds that in spite 
of his confidence and achievements 
— including a Fulbright fellowship 
and early success as a fashion photog- 
rapher for publications like Harper's 
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Bazaar — Hujar was insecure about 
his education. Self-taught, he never 
attended college for a degree. 

“He knew he was good, but he knew 
that he stood in the way. That was the 
painful part of it,” Koch says by phone 
from New York. “He thought he was 
self-defeating. He said, ‘I’ve got to 
understand why I can’t let [success] 
happen. We spent hours and hours 
discussing it. I know that when you 
got very close to him, his vulnerability 
overwhelmed him. And he would go 
nuts. I’ve never seen anyone in fits of 
rage more extreme than him. 

“He once told me when he was 
in a depression, ‘When I die, I want 
two graves: One for my body, and the 
other for all my work. I’m not going to 
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let them get it after I’ve gone, ” Koch 
adds. “When he died, I really had trou- 
ble getting phone calls returned. One 
very distinguished dealer said, ‘Well, 
he’s obviously very impressive but I 
have to warn you that I don’t think 
you have any hope of success other 
than a small coterie of homosexual 
collectors.’ ” 

Times have changed. Three decades 
after Hujar’s death, the art world — 
curators, museum directors, critics, 
and others — now claim him as one 
of the 20th century’s great photog- 
raphers. Hujar dreamed of that rep- 
utation while he was alive — and he 
predicted he would be better known 
in death, says Koch, who has played a 
prominent role in the art world’s em- 
brace of Hujar’s work. 

Hujar’s ability to create searing, mul- 
tifaceted images went well beyond peo- 
ple. His photos of objects, animals, and 
nature are sublime. In fact, Hujar could 
make a women’s shoe — its curves, 
its shadows, its textures — look like 
the most incredible sight imaginable. 
His 1975 photo Trees: New Jersey (with 
flash), is a meditation on light and form, 
as is another image, taken that same 
year, of the Hudson River, which in Hu- 
jar’s eyeing becomes a painterly vision 
of rapturous movement. 

The BAMPFA exhibit differs slightly 
from the one at Barcelona’s Fundacién

Standing in rows that extend 
for almost half a block, Zak Ové’s sculp- 
tures’ hands are in the air — not over 
their heads but by their sides, as if they’re 
politely surrendering en masse to police. 
The 40 sculptures are identical — six- 
feet-five, all made of resin and graphite, 
all with the same African identity. The 
San Francisco Arts Commission ar- 
ranged for the new public display of 
Ové’s work, which appeared in different 
iterations in England before taking its 
new spot directly in front of San Fran- 
cisco City Hall. 

Invisible Man and the Masque of 
Blackness is a political work that is also 
artistically inviting — meaning people 
can bypass the nearby written guide 
and approach the four rows as playful, 
welcoming totems. Lots of children 
and adults are doing just that — pos- 
ing and smiling with one of the 40 fig- 
ures while loved ones take photos. This 
literal embrace of Invisible Man and 
the Masque of Blackness is a welcome 
development. 


MAPERE (the exhibit’s other co-or- 
ganizer) and the Morgan Library & 
Museum. Apsara DiQuinzio, BAM- 
PFA’s curator of modern and con- 
temporary art, worked with the same 
images but has connected photos dif- 
ferently while respecting Hujar’s long- 
held desire to avoid “didactic” themes 
and overt art guides. So DiQuinzio 
placed a photo of Hujar’s mother and 
her partner near an image of flowers 
on a gravesite. Hujar took both photos 
mi1977, 

“It brings out that troubled family 
history a bit,” says DiQuinzio, whose 
other quasi-groupings include photos 
with similar angles, erotic photos, 
and photos that Hujar took of men in 
public on Christopher Street piers. “I 
tried to create these resonant pairings 
or groupings that aren’t necessarily 
overtly thematic but that show you 
all these ideas and motifs that he was 
working with.” 

At the Morgan Library & Museum 
in February, when Lebowitz spoke 
about Hujar in an almost-hour-long 
talk, she had attendees laughing and 
applauding as she recalled their deep 
friendship. For decades, Hujar’s 1974 
photo of Lebowitz was never really 
exhibited. Lebowitz only saw it about 
five years ago, after friends told her 
that actress Lena Dunham was pro- 
moting it from a New York gallery 


“They ingratiate people, where you 
can pick a guy and have a moment, 
almost like a selfie booth,” Ové tells 
SF Weekly. “I like [the sculptures’] 
openness. Their greeting — their hand 
language, and their expressions on the 
face — doesn’t feel in any way confron- 
tational. ‘Regal’ and ‘elegant’ are words 
that come to mind. They’re bright and 
optimistic. I wanted to show strength 
without showing aggression.” 

But it’s hard not to see the work 
as potent social commentary — espe- 
cially given its title, which references 
Ralph Ellison’s celebrated 1952 novel 
about a Black man who is marginalized 
and misunderstood (Invisible Man) and 
a 1605 play performed in London by 
white artists in blackface (The Masque 
of Blackness). The sculptures are based 
on a small African one made around 
1955 that Ové’s father, the British 
filmmaker Horace Ové, gave him in 
the 1970s. Horace Ové got the original 
sculpture in Kenya, near Nairobi. 

Ové, who is British-Trinidadian, 
says he made the sculpture with “the 
plight of the African-American male” 
in mind, and “his invisibility within 
the context of the United States. How 
many steps away is any African-Amer- 
ican male from becoming an invisible 
member of [society]?” 

Standing next to his work on a re- 
cent morning, Ové says that the works’ 
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show. When Lebowitz visited the 
gallery and read the photo's wall text 
— which said she was 21 years old and 
posing at her home in Morristown, 
N.J. — she flipped out. Lebowitz tells 
SF Weekly that the caption was wrong 
on both counts. 

“T don’t have a computer or a phone 
or any of these modern devices that 
you have, and people started calling me 
to say that Lena Dunham was tweeting 
a photo of me that was in a small gal- 
lery in SoHo,” Lebowitz says. “I went to 
look at the photograph, and I'd never 
seen it before — but I instantly recog- 
nized the room, which was incorrectly 
captioned as being in my apartment. 
That was my sister’s bedroom in my 
parents’ house. That had been my 
bedroom when I lived in home, and 
my sister moved into it because it was 
bigger. That wallpaper and all that stuff 
— that was my sister’s choice. I want 
that on the record!” 

Adds Lebowitz: “Peter went with 
me to my parents’ house several times, 
and he must have stayed overnight 
— which he did a couple of times — 
and I was sleeping and he must have 
knocked on the door and come into 
the bedroom and said, ‘Can I take your 
picture?’ And I said, “Yes.’ Peter never 
didn’t have a camera with him. Friends 
of mine have said, ‘No way you look 
like that when you first wake up!’ And 


graphite foundation — different from 
the wood of the 1950s-era sculpture 
his dad gave him — “re-contemporizes 
the design. It breaks away from the 
backstory of how we look at ebony 
wood in African art-making, and 
[lets us] create our own story with 
the works. I’m a big fan of Old World 
culture. In the Caribbean, we're very 
much into the practice of resistance art 
— that’s really resisting global change 
that might take away our culture. In 
thinking that through, and looking at 
the origins of African art-making and 
how we move into a new millennium, 
I’m very interested in how new mate- 
rials impregnate new conversations. 
Graphite to me felt very futuristic. 
I wanted this work to be something 
that was very traditional in looks and 
features but completely removed from 
its origin and its source. So now the di- 
lemma is: How do I move forward, and 
from whence and where have I come?” 
Ové will speak on site at the sculp- 
tures’ official dedication on Thursday, 
July 19, 5-9 p.m. Invisible Man and the 
Masque of Blackness will remain at Civic 
Center through Nov. 2 — four days be- 
fore the midterm elections. For years, 
the area where the sculptures stand 
has been a meeting ground for political 
rallies — which have escalated since 
Donald Trump took up residence in the 
White House. 


I say, “You do when you're 24!’ ” 

So Lebowitz has clarified and cor- 
rected the record about that image, 
just in time for a retrospective that 
elevates Hujar to a place where he’s be- 
ing understood for who he really was. 
“Peter Hujar: Speed of Life” shows the 
artist’s work from the beginning — in 
1955, when he was in his 20s and first 
starting out — into the 1980s. The 
exhibit’s accompanying book is even 
more revealing, with essays and pho- 
tos that include details of Hujar’s last 
days. Hujar wasn’t afraid of death. He 
photographed animals that had passed 
and people who were on the verge of 
it, like his 1973 photo Candy Darling 
on Her Deathbed, which shows one of 
his favorite subjects in her hospital 
room. Darling, who died in 1974 at age 
29, was a sensation during her lifetime 
— a transgender actress who hung out 
with Andy Warhol, appeared in movies 
and plays, and was celebrated for her 
bravado and her lyrical description 
in Lou Reed’s 1972 song “Walk on 
the Wild Side” (“but she never lost 
her head / Even when she was giving 
head”). 

Unlike Darling, Hujar stayed rela- 
tively behind the scenes, even as his 
photos of New York’s underground 
scenes in the 1970s and ’80s peeked 
out in some mainstream corridors like 
The Village Voice. “Peter Hujar: Speed

of Life” signifies the permanent arrival 
of Hujar’s mainstream recognition. 
The exhibit trumpets Hujar for audi- 
ences who may be familiar with Candy 
Darling and other similar figures but 
not the photographer who Lebowitz 
credits for helping change modern 
photography. 

“People keep saying, ‘Would Peter 
have been surprised [by the new atten- 
tion]. And I say, ‘Really in a way: Not, ” 
Lebowitz says. “Because one of things 
that Peter was angry about was his 
very profound belief that he’d become 
famous after he died. For me, Peter 
deserves this, for sure. He always did. 
This is the downside of being ahead 
of your time. To be successful in your 
lifetime is obviously more pleasurable 
for the artist. But Peter didn’t know 
how to work the world in the way that, 
say, Robert [Mapplethorpe] did. That 
was not Peter. And if that had been 
him, he wouldn’t have taken these 
photographs.”

Not rated. 
Opens Friday at the Roxie Theater. 
One of the more tragic things 
about the cycle of abuse and oppres- 
sion is that, by being a cycle, it’s often 
perpetuated by those who have been 
victimized by it before. In Sadaf For- 
oughi’s Ava, the title character (Ma- 
hour Jabbari) is a teenage girl in mod- 
ern-day Tehran trying to chart her 
own path — as all teenagers must, al- 
though boys tend to get far more lat- 
itude. Ava’s attempts at individuality 
meet with fierce, occasionally violent 
opposition from her school’s headmis- 
tress, Ms. Dehkhoda (Leili Rashidi), 
and especially from Ava’s own mother 
(Bahar Noohian). When the latter 
catches her in the most basic forms 
of rebellion — makeup, gasp! — Ava’s 
spiral truly begins, and her further 
troubles and sometimes shocking 
cries for help only make her female 
authority figures angrier and more 
restrictive. For her debut feature, For- 
oughi shoots her film like an old pro, 
the placement of Jabbari in the frame 
telling as much of the story as the dia- 
logue — though the dialogue is often 
quite choice, including Ava describing 
her sympathetic but ineffectual father 
(Vahid Aghapour) as “like Sir Hiss in 
Robin Hood — never around when 
you need him.” Who knew even the 
most banal of Disney films could have 
emotional resonance? And if Ava’s 
final shot doesn’t give you chills, you 
weren't paying attention. Sherilyn

The Misandrists 
Not rated. 
Opens Friday at the Opera Plaza. 
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Say what you will about the state 
of film: We’ve gotten two riffs on Don 
Siegel’s 1971 The Beguiled in as many 
years, and that’s not necessarily a 
bad thing. The first was Sofia Cop- 
pola’s 2017 redux of the same name, 
and now it’s Bruce LaBruce’s The 
Misandrists, which he’s called “a very 
loose remake” of the Siegel film. In 
1999 Germany, injured young leftist 
revolutionary Volker (Til Schindler) 
is found in the woods by schoolgirls 
Isolde (Kita Updike) and Hilde (Oliv- 
ia Kundisch). The girls are members 
of the Female Liberation Army, a 
radical feminist terrorist group run 
by Big Mother (Susanne Sachsse) 
that plans to take over the world by 
making the greatest lesbian porn 
movie ever. Isolde hides Volker in the 
basement of the group’s compound 
and nurses him back to health in 
secret, which is just the tip of a very 
strange iceberg. The film has count- 
less opportunities to go wrong, being 
a spoof of militant feminist politics 
with very strong trans themes direct- 
ed by a middle-aged cis gay male, but 
it mostly works. (Bruce is no Milo.) 
In fact, The Misandrists might have 
benefited from going a little further 
into We Are the Flesh-style explicit- 
ness, but in the end the picture goes 
just far enough, and the results are 
nothing if not beguiling. SC 


Jim Gaffigan: Noble Ape

There’s something refreshing in 
knowing that the latest stand-up 
concert by a straight cis male prob- 
ably won't be quote-provocative-un- 
quote, a la Louis C.K. explaining why

white people should be allowed to 
drop N-bombs, or Dave Chappelle 
or Ricky Gervais or Craig Ferguson 
explaining why transgender people 
aren't real, to name four random 
examples. Jeannie Gaffigan’s Noble 
Ape is a concert film of Jim Gaf- 
figan, her husband and the father 
of her five children, and she also 
has co-writing credit. Jim Gaffigan 
has a reputation for not swearing, 
and while cussing can be pretty 
darn hilarious, he manages to be 
very funny without it — and, more 
importantly, without punching 
down. His “I’m a schlub” shtick is 
genuinely self-deprecating, and 
not meant as a caricature or an 
excuse for being a bad person, 
making him more Patton Oswalt 
than Larry the Cable Guy. Jim is 
Catholic enough that he was asked 
to open for Pope Francis, which 

he relates in hilarious detail, but 
that doesn’t mean his comedy 
lacks edge. No comedian who relies 
on the mercurial Christian market 
would dare joke about fisting, or 
suggest that God talking to Moses 
via a burning bush is hokum on the 
same level as astrology, UFOs, and 
Casper the Friendly Ghost. In some 
ways, that’s edgier than a million

Under the Tree 
Not rated. 
Opens Friday at Landmark’s Opera 
Plaza. 
Until the U.S. release of Lars 
von Trier’s latest provocation The 
House That Jack Built, aficionados 
of Nordic misery and gloom can 
content themselves with Under the 
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Tree. Icelandic filmmaker Hafsteinn 
Gunnar Sigurdsson is best known 

as the writer-director of Either Way, 
which David Gordon Green remade 
here as Prince Avalanche. That mov- 
ie centered on two isolated figures 
adrift in an empty landscape. Ona 
parallel track, Under the Tree isolates 
its characters by stifling them ina 
suburban wasteland. According to 
Sigurdsson, you can't escape from 
ennui in Iceland no matter where you 
live. Atli (Steinbér Hroar Steinpors- 
son) and Agnes’ (Lara Johanna 
Jonsdottir) marriage is on the rocks. 
She catches him masturbating to 
homemade porn he’s made of an 
ex-girlfriend and kicks him out of 
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their apartment. When Atli shows up 
at his parents’ townhouse, he finds 
that his mother Inga (Edda Bjérgvin- 
sdottir) has started a blood feud 
with the neighbors. Eybjorg (Selma 
Bjornsdottir) and Konrad (Porsteinn 
Bachmann) are the childless couple 
next door who had politely asked 
Inga’s husband Baldvin (Sigurdur 
Sigurjonsson) to trim the tree that’s 
casting a shadow into their backyard. 
This small request escalates into a 
battle of wills that doesn’t end well. 
A madness has infected Inga and all 
the members of her family tree. It’s 
gone rotten but someone's poised 
and ready to chop it down.

I was such a hurry to get into 
Pearl that I walked through a door that 
wasn't even a door. Facing the quiet inter- 
section of California Street and 23rd Ave- 
nue is a sort of quasi-entrance that 
probably functioned as just that in the 
space’s previous life as a corner drugstore, 
and if you encounter it partially open, it 
might just beckon to you the same way, 
too. In any event, my dinner date and I got 
there just in time to merge our party of two 
with another two-top and get to know each 
other better in the leather-upholstered cor- 
ner booth. It’s just that kind of serendipity 
that characterizes Pearl’s atmosphere. 

A project from the team behind next- 
door Pizzetta 211 — as well as Zero 
Zero, 20 Spot, and others — this is a 
breakfast-lunch-and-dinner affair with 
separate strong points for each. (Aren't 
we alla little over places that open only 
for a four-hour dinner service, five 
nights a week?) A wood-burning oven 
anchors most of the menu, but many of 
the finest dishes don’t pass anywhere 
near the flames. While seafood is the 
strongest theme, it’s not exclusively so; 
for every mussel in escabeche, there’s a 
floret of cauliflower that’s just as worthy 
of your attention. 

But to begin with breakfast, the 
requisite avocado toast and granola are 
present and accounted for, although the 
real treasure is the umami-laden toasted 
farro bowl ($11) with a slightly chilled 
soft-boiled egg standing slightly apart 
from the warmth of the shiitakes, the 
bacon, and the barely withered greens. 
It’s fortifying, and without administer- 
ing a silent lecture on the importance 
of adaptogens. If you want something 
that makes a more obvious companion 
to a mug of coffee — and that coffee 
might come in a mismatched mug read- 
ing “Happy, Joyous, and Free” — go 
for a wood-fired bagel with a schmear, 
smoked salmon, capers, and onion ($9). 

Brunch subsumes breakfast, with 
only a couple of repeat dishes — and no 
bagels on the weekends, sadly. Instead, 
the ethos of a bagel-all-the-way migrates 
to a smoked trout tartine with farmer’s 
cheese, pickled onions, frisee, fried ca- 
pers and chives ($12). But the real star is 
the Eggs in Purgatory ($15), that mag- 
nificent assemblage of lamb sausage, 
spicy tomatoes, rosemary polenta, and 
lightly toasted slices of bread. ‘The skillet 
looks as though it’s about to overflow, 
spilling porridge everywhere. 

Those tomatoes are San Marzanos, 
by the way. It’s high summer and this 
is apostasy, but sometimes, a canned 
tomato is superior to any heirloom. This 
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Farro bowl 


is one of those times. 

An omelet with herbed goat cheese, 
confit cherry tomatoes, and fried 
shallots ($14) was outmatched by its 
home fries, gently pressed and split 
open so that the heat entered the core 
of the fingerlings to crisp them from 
the inside out. Notable mostly for its 
texture, a Dutch Baby ($13) was soft 
and airy enough that it could barely hold 
its shape, happily disintegrating fur- 
ther under its whipped cream and and 
slivered almonds. The accompanying 
strawberry preserves had a whiff of kids’ 
menu to it; something like apricot would 
have worked better. 

Dinner scores. Of all the drinks, the 
Coastal Scrub — a gin martini ampli- 
fied by grapefruit, citrus, honey, and 
garbage tea tincture — possessed the 
most intrigue, as it started out with the 
intensity of perfume and uncoiled into 
something summery and light as the 
ice melted. Vernal from start to finish, 
the Farewell to Spring (Amaro D’Arancia 
Rossa, Pinot Gris apertiif, citrus, and 
prosecco) was a purer spritzer, while 
strawberry-peppercorn shone forth in 
the Scarlet Columbine. 

Start softly — but also not. A halved 
soft egg ($5), topped with boquerones 





and a spoonful of thyme breadcrumbs, 
primes your palate like a tug on the 
choke on an outboard motor, while 
the perfectly tender mussels escabeche 
($12) arrived very unlike those at Cafe 
Boho’s: not in a broth, but on toasted 
levain with plenty of smoke and saffron. 
Cauliflower ($11) in a deeply toasted 
black-tahini hummus and a chermoula 
milder and more rounded than any 
chimichurri was the other small-plate 
standout, surpassing other fine but 
ultimately commonplace dishes like 
the blistered shishitos or the brandade 
fritters. 

Surprisingly, the butter beans and 
not the gypsy peppers are what bumped 
the seared tombo tuna ($25) up a notch. 
Without question, though, the best dish 
was the handkerchief pasta ($19), soft 
and luscious noodles under a dusting of 
grana padano and white bolognese sauce 
that exhibited just the right amount of 
restraint. At first blush, the entire thing 
looks overwrought, or as if it were in 
some middle phase of disintegration as 
every component slowly fused together 
— and that’s exactly how it ought to be. 
Compared to the respectable plate of 
spaghetti ($18) in which the anchovies 
and the tomatoes and the garlic some- 
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how kept their distance from one anoth- 
er under an even more generous appli- 
cation of breadcrumbs per square inch 
than the soft egg, the handkerchief’s 
unity was genuinely gratifying. 

Pearl is a challenging interior, ringed 
by a low-ceilinged upstairs gallery that, 
for better or worse, functions as a liquor 
cage. The wine racks are the closest 
thing to a focal point, and obviously 
they have to be kept out of direct sun- 
light, but Pearl isn’t doing itself any 
favors by keeping cleaning supplies 
visible through a transom. If it had room 
for another row of five tables-for-two, it 
would be perfect — although it’s consid- 
erably bigger than Pizzetta 211. But the 
bottom floor is all smiles and affability, 
and it almost feels as though there are 
two different rooms. Climb in through 
a window if you have to, or just find the 
real door.

Have you ever heard of a hum- 
mus restaurant? It sounds almost as 
quirkily incomplete as a mustard restau- 
rant, or a coleslaw cafeteria. But in the 
case of Oren’s Hummus, the fourth loca- 
tion of which has opened on Third Street 
just south of Market, it makes a great 
deal of sense. With a short prayer next to 
the mezuzah at the front entrance on 
Monday evening, Tel Aviv native Oren 
Dobronsky and his wife Nancy inaugu- 
rated a dining room with space for 100 
people, plus an outdoor patio and to-go 
area that’s built specifically for the con- 
venience of DoorDash drivers. That’s a 
large space in a very central location, so 
what was there before? Nothing, it turns 
out. 

Very fortuitous. Hummus con- 
sumption is hardly mysterious, and 
if Oren’s motto of “Rip, Scoop, Eat!” 
doesn’t rid you of any lingering confu- 
sion, there’s a photographic triptych of 
an adorable moppet illustrating each of 
the three steps. That’s what you'll see 
for breakfast, lunch, and dinner — and 
breakfast, which is unique to this lo- 
cation of Oren’s, seems to be the most 
innovative. For starters, there’s not 
only two kinds of shaksuka and a chal- 
lah french toast but a Seinfeld-esque

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chocolate babka french toast. Hungrier 
than that? The $18 Israeli breakfast 
comes with two eggs, goat cheese with 
olives and roasted peppers, matbucha 
(a garlicky salsa of tomato and roasted 
peppers), tahini, a basket of assorted 
fresh breads, and an Israeli salad of 
cucumber, tomato, parsley, garlic, a 
lemon vinaigrette. 

While it’s nice to know there’s 
wine and beer, including the Israeli 
lager Goldstar, and that vegan and 
gluten-free options abound, hummus 
still occupies pride of place. You can 
get it topped with marinated beets, 
feta, chopped walnuts, and orange 
zest cilantro, or with mushrooms and 
sauteed onions, or you can go Jaf- 
fa-style, a thicker preparation with a 
heavier dose of garlic. Among the pitas 
are a chicken schnitzel and a sabich, 
fried eggplant, potato, a hardboiled 
egg, amba sauce, hummus, cucumber, 
tomato, herbs, pickles, and tahini. It’s 
worth constructing an entire restau- 
rant around. Let ‘er rip.

Go Eat This 
Now: Chile Lindo 
Empanadas

It seems as though every cuisine 
has some sort of heirloom bread 


wrapped around meat, cheese, fruit, or 
vegetables. The best example of this 
might be the empanada, those little half 
moon-shaped pastries prepared in end- 
less variations of fried and baked dough, 
and stuffed with savory or sweet fillings. 
They never get old, and it’s easy to see 
why we are so fond of them. Small 
enough not to count as a full meal and 
incredibly delicious, empanadas are the 
ideal street snack. On the corner of 16th 
and Capp streets in the Mission, a Chil- 
ean lunch counter takes these humble 
treats to the next level. 

Chile Lindo Empanadas is perfect in 
every way. The storefront is a massive 
window beneath a red awning with an 
old-school sign that reads, “Chilean 
Deli & Coffee Shop.” Inside is a tiny 
bakery full of convection ovens and 
racks of sheet trays, with walls that are 
littered with framed photos of scenes 
from South America. Every surface of 
the pocket-sized kitchen is covered in 
flour, and bakers are constantly mov- 
ing about. You order through a door 
on the left-hand side that has been 
repurposed into a pick-up window. 
There are six sandwich-sized empana- 
das to choose from, all at $7.50 a piece. 
There’s the classic pino (Niman ranch 
beef), the spicy pino, the pollo (Mary’s 
free range chicken), the jamon y que- 
so (ham, cheese, and jalapefio), the 
chilango (cheese and jalapefio), anda 
vegan option made with Yves ground 
round soy protein. 

Both the pino and pollo come 
with hard-boiled egg, black olives, 
raisins, onion, and a mixture of cumin 
and paprika. Folded into a crown — 
rather than turnover — shape, the 
egg-washed dough acts almost like a 
koozie, keeping all the steamy fillings 
intact. The textures of crunchy shell 
and soft egg masterfully balance with 
the sweet raisin and savory olive 
flavors. The spicy meat brings all the 
ingredients together, the clouds open 
up, and you ascend to heaven in pure 
bliss. Yum! 

If you're not in the mood for such 
an extravagant voyage and just want 
to keep it simple, I highly recommend 
ordering the jamon y queso. Layered 
with thinly sliced ham and oozing with 
mozzarella and cheddar, this one feels 
more like a salty dessert than a snack. 
The jalapefio adds a nice crunch, slicing 
through the mellow flavors with an 
acidic kick. 

Look, I get it: An empanada is just 
a pastry and we've all had a pastry be- 
fore. But every once in a while, it’s nice 
to be reminded that someone, some- 
where is still waking up every day with 
the mission to create something that’s 
been done a million times and still 
somehow make it feel new and authen- 
tic. ;Muchos gracias, Chile Lindo!

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Sunday Nights at 
Foxsister Mean 
Chicken Dinner 


The fox has entered the hen- 
house and brought you dinner. Brandon 
Kirksey’s nine-month-old Korean restau- 
rant on 24th Street has aimed for vis- 
ceral satisfaction over true authenticity 
ever since it opened, and now Foxsister 
has debuted a Sunday night dinner spe- 
cial centered on the unbeatably delicious 
phenomenon of Korean fried chicken. 

For $25, Winner Winner Chick- 
en Dinner gets you all three flavors 
— O.G., sweet-and-spicy, and gar- 
lic-soy — plus four types of banchan, 
including kimchi, pickled cucumbers, a 
slightly spicy daikon, and an addictive 
bowl of pickled portabellas. As a sop 
to the health-conscious, there’s a fairly 
sizeable salad speckled with sesame 
seeds, but second only to the chicken, 
the star is a big sizzling platter of kim- 
chi fried rice. 

Something about Foxsister’s dark, 
divey atmosphere lends itself to 
screening old movies on mute, and 
on a recent visit it was occasionally 
hard to focus on the chicken without 
blurting out Christopher Lloyd’s lines 
in Back to the Future. But then you take 
another bite and suddenly, the flux 
capacitor in your taste buds brings you 
back to 1985, especially bouncing off 
another cube of daikon. 

Additionally, through Sunday, Aug. 
12, Foxsister has a Saturday-and-Sun- 
day brunch pop-up called Benedict, 
which serves exactly the egg dish its 
name implies, along with bottomless 
mimosas and Bloody Marys. From 11 
a.m. to 3 p.m., you get fresh-baked 
sticky buns and thick-cut bacon along 
along with an Italian Benedict (pro- 
sciutto, rapini, garlic, chile, and roast- 
ed tomato hollandaise), a Muir Woods 
(maitake mushrooms, caramelized on- 
ions, pea vines, and black pepper hol- 
landaise). Think, McFly, think: What’s 
on the Foxsister Benny? If you guessed 
fried chicken with scallions and spicy 
hollandaise, you're right. But if that’s 
not what you're feeling, you can always 
take yourself to the Enchantment 
Under the Sea Dance and have a Crab 
Roll Benny (Dungeness crab, avocado, 
buttered brioche, and herb hollanda- 
ise). Because nobody calls you chicken. 
Nobody. PLK

As the famed cocktail bar has 
done every six months, Trick Dog ex- 
punged its entire roster of cocktails to 
make room for an entirely new theme. 
Starting today and running through Dec. 
31, Trick Dog unveiled “The Joy of Cock- 
tails,” a collaboration between their team 
and 16 San Francisco chefs, representing 
restaurants like Cala, Liholiho Yacht Club, 
and State Bird Provisions. 

The name is a reference to the nev- 
er-out-of-print 1936 cookbook, Joy of 
Cooking, and all the riffs on that simple 
title that followed, such as Bob Ross’ 
The Joy of Painting. As with Trick Dog’s 
previous cocktail themes — Pantone 
colors, astrology, Mission murals — it 
takes an idea and runs with it to the 
very nth degree. 

A companion to the menu, a $45 
book with photographs by Sonya Yu, 
The Joy of Cocktails: A Trick Dog Cook- 
book, is on sale with proceeds bene- 
fiting the food-business incubator for 
immigrant women, La Cocina. As you 
might expect, some of the recipes are 
rather more involved than your average 
highball. Sarah and Evan Rich’s involves 
infusing Elyx vodka with Douglas fir 
tips, and making your own shiso-avo- 
cado simple syrup. Camara’s includes 
straining chilies through a chinoise for 
a salsa negra. 

But once again: Trick Dog did it. 
Here is the full list of chef partners.

The San Francisco Botanical 
Garden has long been a respite-with- 
in-a-respite, an urban idyll in Golden 
Golden Park that enchants visitors with 
its Moon Viewing Garden and the mag- 
nolias that bloom every February. 
Through next Monday, July 16, it’s also 
once again home to 12 musical instru- 
ments, all part of Flower Piano. 

For the fourth summer in a row, 
you can take 15 minutes to dazzle 
crowds with your version of Elton 
John’s “Tiny Dancer” or everyone's fa- 
vorite piece of Mozart juvenalia, the C 
Major classic “Twinkle Twinkle Little 
Star,” both of which SF Weekly heard 
while strolling through the Ancient 
Plant Garden and the Great Meadow. 

Several pianos have been placed 
under umbrellas, to give pianists a bit 
of protection from the sun, while oth- 
ers have been stationed in naturally 
shady spots — under a spreading to- 
tara pine in the South Africa section, 
for instance. You can walk through 
the entire grounds, drawn by the 
sound of one piano as the one you just 


visited slowly fades out of earshot. It’s 
truly lovely. 

They’re available to play from 9 
a.m. to 6 p.m. daily, and SFBG has 
also invited professional musicians 
to give short concerts to crowds of 
picnickers throughout the park’s 55 
acres. For example, at Piano No. 4 in 
the Rhododendron Garden, Caroline 
Dahl will play some boogie-woogie 
and American roots piano next Satur- 
day from noon to 2 p.m. Everything 
is free during normal SFBG hours 
— especially for members and San 
Francisco residents, for whom entry 
is free entirely — but the evening 
performances known as NightGarden 
have not only returned but expanded 
to three days (Thursday, July 12-Sat- 
urday, July 14). 

The $45 ticket to NightGarden 
reveals a side of the arboretum that 
diurnal visitors may never have seen. 
Illuminated walks, food and drink like 
Mozzeria and Andytown Coffee for 
purchase, and more than a little night 
music will fill the air, including Jill 
Tracy's “Sonic Séance” at the Redwood 
Garden (Friday, July 13) and Daniel 
Sullivan’s “Night Fever: A Bacharach 
Bacchanal” (Saturday, July 14). Keats 
once wrote of the beauty of the night- 
fall this time of year, with its “mur- 
murous haunt of flies on summer 
eves’ — but this is coastal California 
so we don't even have to worry about

Elizabeth Bishop’s poem “Filling 
Station” describes a place for cars to get 
gas that’s “oil-soaked, oil-permeated / to 
a disturbing, over-all / black translu- 
cency.’ The station seems pretty un- 
pleasant but for a few key details: a 
comic book, a dirty dog on a wicker sofa. 
The speaker notices among all the casual 
disorder that someone cared enough to 
arrange the cans of oil ona shelf “so that 
they softly say: / Esso — so — so — so.” 

Bishop wrote it decades ago, but 
the musicality of that line registers 
even now in the duo Sylvan Esso. Rar- 
er than a filling station laid out with 
tenderness is an indie band that’s won 
both critical praise and commercial 
success — and, oddly enough, the first 
line of Sylvan Esso’s “PARAD(w/m)E” 
mentions a gas station that’s running 
dry. Its companion video depicts a 
group of seven or eight dancers walk- 
ing out of an arid flatland and into a 
small town that’s so cinematically run- 
down it’s almost too perfect. There 
isn’t much of a narrative, although 
in between rounds of handclaps, the 
group raids a mini-mart at sunrise in 
front of a weathered sign for a “Ranch 
View Motel.” It’s clearly the American 
Southwest, and behind the rows of 
candy and corn balls in the mini-mart 
are signs for a highway, U.S.54.A 
little searching on Instagram for the 
highly Instagrammable motel sign 
indicates the location: Vaughn, N.M., a 
little town of 446 people in the state’s 
forlorn Llano Estacado. How did a band 
from Durham, N.C. come across that? 

“It wasn’t me, it was our wonderful 
director, Dan, who drove through and 
saw it,” Sylvan Esso vocalist Amelia 
Meath tells SF Weekly. “He was just 
driving, and he calls me from the road 
— he goes to Kansas a lot — and he 
was like, ‘I’m here! Oh my God, I’m 
here! Everything’s amazing around 
here. Jesus, look at that!’ He was on 
the phone, so I couldn't see anything, 
but the way he was talking left me 
convinced. And they let us rent a 
street in their town.” 

The people of Vaughn were truly 
kind, Meath adds. The crew set up 
catering in a building with its roof par- 
tially collapsed, and at one point there 
weren't enough chairs for everybody. 

“Two men from around the block 
came and built us like a couple bench- 
es, and pulled out a booth from an 
abandoned restaurant so everyone 
could sit, all out of the kindness of 
their hearts,” Meath says. “It was so 
much easier.” 


A Beat Is a Beat 


Sylvan Esso 


Meath is disarming enough to 
crack herself up at regular intervals, 
and peppers her speech with extem- 
porized interjections like “Oh gee 
whiz, ain’t no thang!” More than a 
few Sylvan Esso videos contain exu- 
berant dancing, and those two traits 
might lead people who aren't familiar 
with the band to conclude that it’s 
merely a happy-funtimes sort of act, 
suitable for mid-afternoon festival 
slots and as a soundtrack for poolside 
margaritas, Matt and Kim without 
the lovey-dovey. Those things are true 
— but that’s not the whole picture, 
and fans and the curious can decide 
for themselves this Thursday, July 12, 
when Sylvan Esso plays at Berkeley’s 
Greek Theatre. 

While it’s also true that the duo’s 
2017 album What Now won a Grammy 
nomination and that Rostam — which 
is to say, Rostam Batmanglij, former- 
ly of Vampire Weekend — remixed 
“PARAD(w/m)E” earlier this month, 
one thing that isn’t true is an item 
People magazine reported in May: that 
Sylvan Esso had worked with Pharrell 
Williams on an Ariana Grande record. 
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Meath and her partner, the seemingly 
more introverted instrumentalist Nick 
Sanborn, have said they want to make 
“electronic music that sounds like a hu- 
man made it.” That’s not a commodity 
you hawk on charisma alone, or proba- 
bly to a teen-pop megastar at all. 

“T think all electronic music sounds 
like a human made it, because a human 
did,” Meath elaborates. “Even dudes 
just deciding what the presets are. But 
what I’m really interested in making is 
electronic music that’s crackly and has 
flaws. I like the ugliness, which is of 
course what I mean by humanity.” 

Nudging away from standard pop, 
Sylvan Esso uses found sounds — 
“Tm interested in pedestrian noise,” 
Meath says — and a slightly arrhyth- 
mic quality infuses some of their 
songs as well. 

“Have you ever synced up toa 
traffic light when the light is beeping 
on and off, sync up to your music, and 
you slowly realize that it’s just your 
brain that’s syncing up so the light 
and sound are the same?” she says. 
“That’s a quality that we look for in 
our music: A beat is a beat.”

Meath professes to have grown 
more introverted as she’s gotten old- 
er, and that may be one reason why 
the lyrics to many Sylvan Esso songs 
are “real bummers.” (That may bea 
hard association for Bay Area fans 
to retain; Sylvan Esso’s set at 2016's 
weather-befouled Treasure Island 
Musical Festival was one of that rainy 
weekend’s highlights.) At this year’s 
Bonnaroo — where, five years, earlier, 
Tom Petty played an entire jukebox 
worth of hits through a rainstorm 
— Meath joined the members of My 
Morning Jacket and many others 
in that most bittersweet of rites: a 
“SuperJam” tribute to the late rocker. 
Specifically, she sang Stevie Nicks’ 
part in the duet “Stop Draggin’ My 
Heart Around,” with Bon Iver’s Justin 
Vernon taking Petty’s part. 

“If [had thought it was a tribute 
to Tom Petty in my heart instead of a 
tribute for the people of Bonnaroo, | 
would have sung ‘You're So Bad’ very 
quietly to myself and probably cried,” 
Meath says. “That’s my favorite Tom 
Petty song.” 

Reports of Petty’s October 2017 
death by accidental overdose were 
initially walked back only to have the 
bad news reconfirmed. Looked at in 
a certain way, he died twice. Hearing 
this, Meath begins to tear up. 

“Tm actually getting verklempt 
about it now,” she says. “You have 
different moments when you slowly 
realize you've been gifted the actual 
gift of a professional music career, 
and when you can see that it’s really 
happening and that you've done it, 
that you're beyond the crest of a hill 
and you're doing it. One of those 
moments for me was when my other 
band, Mountain Man, was singing 
backup for Feist at Jazz Fest. We had 
an early-ish set at 7 p.m., before the 
headliners went on. And we were 
finishing our last song and right as 
we finished, the opening chords of 
‘American Girl’ started playing and 
the whole band just dropped our in- 
struments and ran through the back 
stage, running the golf-cart highway 
to get to Tom Petty, and it was just so 
beautiful. Don’t worry, I love to cry.”

VINE NAW 
Strangers No Longer 


With their ultra-assured debut, Pllush gets rid of the fake news.

Pllush would like to clear up a 
few misconceptions. 

This is not strictly a shoegaze band. 
It actually has two lead singers, not 
one. And no one in the group is a dedi- 
cated lyricist, 4 la Robert Hunter of the 
Grateful Dead. Also, they are neither 
the Plush from South Africa nor the 
Plush from Chicago. 

The members of the four-piece San 
Francisco rock group have been forced 
to clear up these errata because they're 
receiving increasingly more attention 
and praise, due in large part to reac- 
tions to their wonderful debut album, 
Stranger to the Pain. 

Released on the local label Father/ 
Daughter Records, Stranger to the Pain 
is a testament to Pllush’s continued 
growth and burgeoning confidence. 
Accessible, yet still forceful and chal- 
lenging, it represents a natural step 
forward for a band that gained notice 
for the hazy, feedback-laden output of 
its first two EPs. 

“Every review that we’ve gotten still 
calls us a shoegaze and it pisses me off 
so bad,” says Karli Helm, one of the 
two vocalists and songwriters. “There 
is maybe one song on the new record 
that is reminiscent of that sound — 
but once you're a shoegaze band, you're 
always a shoegaze band, apparently.” 

Far from only blasting out ear-blis- 
tering feedback, Pllush is a fully 
cohesive group, experimenting in 
numerous sounds and structures while 
coalescing around the twin-sonegwrit- 
ing core of Helm and Eva Treadway 
— who is a primary vocalist for Pllush, 
and not the person solely responsible 
for writing the group’s lyrics. The 
group showcases its talents on Mon- 
day, July 16 at the Rickshaw Stop as 
part of Local Sirens, a free, quarterly 
performance series that features local 
female artists. 

Pllush formed in 2014, after Helm 
met drummer Dylan Lockey through 
mutual friends at S.F. State. Lowell had 
already been working with Treadway 
and bassist Sinclair Riley — both cur- 
rent members of The She’s — on a new 
musical project, and when Helm men- 
tioned casually that she really wanted 
to start a band, the other three mem- 
bers jumped at the opportunity. 

“It sounds cheesy to say, but it just 
seemed kind of fated,” says Helm, for- 
merly a member of The Sweethearts. 

“T was working on an acoustic thing 
in my bedroom, but didn’t really want 
to be an acoustic artist. And everyone 
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was like, “Well, if you have songs, let’s 
play them.’ So I lined up these acoustic 
songs, and we turned them into rock 
songs. 

On their first two EPs — Pine and 
Please — the group showed a knack for 
finding big hooks and melodies, but for 
the most part, the sounds were buried 
under waves of dissonance, heavy 
layers of reverb, and avowedly lo-fi re- 
cording setups. 

With a few extra days in the studio 
to record Stranger to the Pain, the four 
had more opportunities to expand 
their sonic boundaries (although they 
still made the album in four days, so it 
was not like they suddenly channeled 
Brian Wilson or Kevin Shields). The 
result is the most assured product of 
their career — an album that high- 
lights the band’s growing strengths 
without abandoning its identity. 
Treadwell openly admits that they 
were trying to make a pop record, albe- 
it one in their own framing. 

“It’s almost like when you're going 
to be on television and they put a lot of 
makeup on you and you're like, ‘Oh my 
god, I’m wearing so much makeup, ” 
Treadway says. “And then when you're 
on TV, you just look completely nor- 
mal. When we were making the album, 
it kind of felt really over the fucking 
top, but we had to try it. And at the 
end of the day, everything felt normal.” 

The album is filled with an array of 


different sounds, venturing from am- 
bitious Britpop anthems (“Big Train”) 
to boozy bar ballads (“Shannon”) to 
sparse acoustic numbers (“Okay”) to 
haunting, wordless dirges (“Sleeper 
Cab” — which borrows the melody 
from “Big Train”). Whenever the mem- 
bers of Pllush questioned if they were 
straying too far from their origins, 
they fell back on a familiar mantra. 

“The main headspace we had when 
we were questioning if it was too much 
was just ‘Lean into it, ” Lockey says. 
“That was our motto: Don’t be afraid to 
go for something big.” 

The group is buoyed by Helm and 
Treadway’s divergent voices. (How any- 
one could mistake them for the same 
singer is baffling.) Helm has an ethere- 
al, airy tremble, while Treadway’s styl- 
ings are more direct and dispassionate. 
With their songs interspersed evenly 
throughout the album, they act as pal- 
ate cleansers for the other, restarting 
the album frequently with their differ- 
ent approaches. 

“We wanted to have a natural versa- 
tility to the songs — nothing forced,” 
Treadway says. 

For a band with humble local roots, 
Pllush is now on the receiving end of 
heavy national notice. Outlets such 
as NPR, Stereogum, and Pitchfork have 
praised their work, and this fall, they'll 
be embarking on a West Coast tour 
with LVL UP, a beloved Brooklyn indie

Pilush 
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rock quartet that is set to call it quits 
after one last jaunt across the country. 

The band takes its success in stride 
and with a healthy dose of humility. 
While finally accruing some cash in 
the bank, all four members still have 
full-time jobs, and an extensive trek 
across the country isn’t a reality at the 
moment. Living in the most expensive 
city in the country can put a damper 
on any sort of financial success, but 
the group is still enjoying the attention 
they are receiving for their little proj- 
ect — one that started in the bedroom 
with little expectations. 

“T was at the merch table for our 
record release party [at Bottom of the 
Hill on June 8] and I saw a huge line 
and I was like, ‘Oh, they must all be 
here for the headliner,” says Helm. 
“And then it hit me that we were ac- 
tually the headliner and they were all 
here to see us.” 

It’s clear that word is getting out 
on Pllush — a great band with two 
L’s, two singers, multiple sounds, and 
a bright future. Please get those facts 
straight now.

Self-described as the natural evolution of jazz, hip-hop, and soul, Sidewalk Chalk 
doesn’t merely operate in the overlap among those three genres; they’ve created 
their own singular sound in the process. Composed of seven highly talented mu- 
sicians, fronted by MC Rico Sisney and vocalist Margaret Vagle, the Chicago col- 
lective met in college and has been playing together since 2008. The lineup 
solidified after the release of the acclaimed 2012 debut album Corner Store, 
which exemplified Sidewalk Chalk’s ability to seamlessly blend elements of jazz, 
rap, and soul to create a personal, modern sound distinct to Chicago’s music 
scene. Last summer saw the release of An Orchid Is Born, the band’s fourth studio 
album, which pointed a critical lens at the social-justice issues prevalent since 
the 2016 election. When speaking of the recording of the album, bassist Josh 
Rosen explained to Richmond Magazine, “Sometimes, your hopes can get dashed 
and you feel super alone and helpless, but not only will you bloom again and 
have hope, that dark dormant period was necessary to get you there.” Despite 
the serious nature of An Orchid, Sidewalk Chalk’s live performances are quite the 
opposite, as the fast-paced and exciting showmanship is sure to satisfy strict 
jazz fans just as much as newcomers to the genre.

into one of rock’s most resilient acts. 
While the band has a relatively small 
discography compared to its contem- 
poraries, few hold the distinction of 
creating a genre-defining album like 
2002’s Worship and Tribute, which is 
not only a signature post-hardcore 
masterwork, but firmly agreed by 
critics as one of the greatest albums 
of the 2000s. Last year saw the re- 
lease of Glassjaw’s long-awaited third 
album, Material Control, the first 
since Worship and Tribute. It should 
put to rest any fears longtime fans 
had about the band going “soft,” as 
the album is a blistering 35 minutes 
of unrestrained aggression, with a re- 
newed sense of purpose.

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SAVAGE LOVE

Longtime Savage Love fanboy with a bit of 
a conundrum—and it’s your fault! I’m a bi man 
in my 30s. To use Charles M. Blow’s word, my 
bisexuality is “lopsided.” This means that I fall in 
love with women exclusively, but I love to have sex 
with men occasionally. My current girlfriend not 
only approves, she likes to join in. We have a great 
kinky sex life, and at times we invite a hot bi dude 
to join us. You keep saying that to counter bisexual 
erasure, it is the duty of every bisexual to come 
out of the closet. If I were a “proper” bisexual, i.e., 
romantically interested in men also, that would be 
no problem—my family and work and social circles 
are extremely liberal. However, your advice to us 
kinksters and people in open relationships is that 
we probably shouldn't come out to our parents or 
colleagues, since when it comes to sex, it’s advisable 
to operate on a need-to-know basis. While I agree 
with this completely—my mother doesn't need to 
know my girlfriend pegs me—the rule keeps me in 
the closet as well. Since I’m only sexually interest- 
ed in men, wouldn't I be revealing facts about my 
sex life if I came out as bi? I also wouldn’t want to 
mislead gay men into thinking that I’m available for 
romantic relationships with them. So which rule is 
more important: the duty to come out as a bisexual 
or the advice to operate on a need-to-know basis 
when it comes to your sex life? 

Bisexual Leaning Out Warily 


There’s nothing improper about your bisexu- 
ality, BLOW—or Charles M. Blow’s bisexuality, 
or the bisexuality of other “lopsided” bisexuals. 
While the idea that bisexuals are equally attract- 
ed to men and women sexually and romantically 
used to be pushed by a lot of bi activists (“T fall 
in love with people, not genitals!”), it didn’t 
reflect the lived/fucked/sucked experience of 
most bisexuals. Like you and Blow (hetero-ro- 
mantic bisexuals), many bisexuals have a strong 
preference for either women or men as romantic 
partners. My recently “gay married” bisexual 
friend Eric, however, is one of those bi-romantic 
bisexuals. 

This popular misconception—that bisexu- 
als are indifferent to gender (and more highly 
evolved than all those genital-obsessed mono- 
sexuals)—left many people who were having sex 
with men and women feeling as if they didn’t 
have an identity. Not straight, not gay, and dis- 
qualified from bi. But thanks to bisexuals like 
Blow coming out and owning their bisexuality 
and their lopsidedness, a more nuanced and 
inclusive understanding of bisexuality has taken 
root. That nuance is reflected in bisexual activist 
Robyn Ochs’s definition of bisexuality: “I call 
myself bisexual,” Ochs says, “because I acknowl- 
edge that I have in myself the potential to be 
attracted—romantically and/or sexually—to 
people of more than one sex and/or gender, not 
necessarily at the same time, not necessarily in 
the same way, and not necessarily to the same 
degree.” 

Lopsided or not, BLOW, you're a proper bi- 
sexual, and if you're in a position to come out 
to your family and friends, you should. And 
rest assured, telling people you're bi doesn’t 
mean you re divulging details about your sex 
life. You’re disclosing your sexual orientation, 
not detailing your sexual practices. You can tell 
someone you re attracted to men and wom- 
en—at the same time, in your case, if not in the 


same way—without telling them about the hot 
bi dudes you and the girlfriend bed together. 
And if you and the girlfriend are perceived to be 
monogamous, and you want to keep it that way, 
you can allow people to continue to make that 
assumption. 

Finally, BLOW, most gay men are aware that 
bi guys usually aren’t romantically interested 
in other men. And that’s fine—so long as hete- 
ro-romantic bi guys don’t mislead us, most gay 
men are down to fuck. (And gay men who won't 
date homo-romantic or bi-romantic men? You 
guys are missing out. My friend Eric was a hot, 
hung, adventurous catch. Congrats, Christian!) 
And since you're partnered and presumed to 
be monogamous, you're also presumed to be 
unavailable. But if you’re worried a gay friend 
might hire a hit man to off the girlfriend so he 
can have a shot at your heart, come out to him 
as hetero-romantic at the same time you come 
out to him as bi. 


Iam a 23-year-old bisexual woman and I have 
two questions for you: (1) Is it possible to fall in love 
differently with women than with men? I think I 
am bisexual because I have been in love with some 
women, despite never getting past a kiss. What I 
find strange is that whereas with men I feel imme- 
diate attraction, with women the attraction rises 
after a deep friendship is formed. (2) Is it possible 
that I was in love with two different people at the 
same time? I always thought that I could be in love 
with only one person at a time, but during that 
short span, I was in love with both a guy who made 
me suffer and my best friend, a woman, who helped 
me with that guy. After I found a new boyfriend, 

I stopped thinking about anyone else because our 
relationship is closed. But I don’t know if that’s just 
because I avoid thinking about others or because I 
wasn't really in love with the two people (despite my 
surprisingly real heartbreak). 

Bisexual In Need And Inquiring Finally 


1. See my response to BLOW, above. 

2. A person can love more than one parent, 
more than one child, more than one sibling, 
more than one set of tit clamps, and more than 
one romantic partner. Telling people they can 
feel romantic love for only one person at a time 
isn’t just stupid, it’s harmful. Let’s say Bill is 
partnered with Ted, and Bill believes romantic 
attraction/love is a one-at-a-time phenomenon 
because that’s what he was told. Now let’s say 
Bill develops a crush on Sandra. If Bill doesn’t 
question the one-at-a-time bullshit he was 
taught to believe about romantic love, Bill is 
highly likely to think, “Well, I must not be in 
love with Ted anymore, otherwise I couldn't feel 
this way about Sandra,” and then he may dump 
tried-and-true Ted for shiny-and-new Sandra. 

I’m not arguing that everyone should be 
poly—most people want only one partner at 
a time, and that’s fine. But telling people they 
can’t experience romantic attraction or romantic 
love for more than one person at a time sets 
long-term relationships up for failure. Because 
while stable, lasting love feels amazing, it’s less 
intoxicating than shiny, new, cum-drunk love. 
And while almost all stable, lasting loves were 
shiny, new, cum-drunk loves early on, very few 
new loves become lasting loves. If we don’t want 
people tossing lasting love overboard every time 
they develop feelings for someone new, people 
need to know that, yes, you can be in love with 
two different people at the same time.
